Washmgton, June 13.—Ohairraan New- 
lands today reported the senate inter- 
state commerce commission federal trade 
bill as a substitute for the house bill. 
He said the action of the committee had 
been non-partisan and that he saw no 
reason for delay in passni!? the meas- 
ure. 
He denied that the bill is inquisi- 
torial. 


"The commission," he said, ''will re- 
quire reports only fi'om tliose corpora- 
tions designated by it and the number 
rwill l)e comparatively few. 
Honest cor- 
porations have nothing to fear from leg- 
islation aimed 
only against 
outlaws. 
The powers must be ceneral, ?)ut their 
exercise will be aimed only at violators 
of the law."

WILL lENT HALL 


Tarrytown Isn't Yearning to 
Listen to Sinclair and 
Abbott 


BAR FREE 
SPEECHES 


Tarrytown, N. Y., June 13.--The citi- 
zens of this village may be denied the 
privilege of hearing the arguments of 
Uptoxi Sinclair and Leonard D. Abbott, 
free 
speech 
advocates, 
though 
not 
through any fault of President 
Frank 
R. Pierson and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the board of municipal trustees, 
who promised to hire a hall at their owa 
expense to settle for all time whether 
the people wanted to hear the speakers. 


President Pierson today admitted that 
it w-as doubtful if a hall could be ob- 
tained for the proposed meeting, two of 
the largest auditoriuiYis in the 
village 
having been refused him and the remain- 
ing two being public 
buildings 
they 
could not be used for the purpose in- 
tended. 


Meanwhile Abbott, who is president 
of the Free Speech league, insisted that 
he intended to hold President Pierson 
to his promise to hire a hall and Mr. 
Pierson let it be known that every ef- 
fort would be made to keep faith with 
Abbott and 
Sinclair, although 
he 
de- 
clared that the 
village trustees 
were 
acting in a spirit of broad mindedness 
and not because they believed the free 
speech advocates had a right to demand 
a permit to hold a meeting. 


The failure of President Pierson to 
obtain a hall as he had promised was 
pointed out today ua indicating the feel- 
ing in the village. 
It is felt that Ab- 
bott and Sinclair should not have in- 
jected their free speech campaign into 
the situation created by the arrest of 
thirteen 
members 
of 
the 
Industrial 
Workers of the World, who came here 
from New York to heckle John D. Rocke- 
feller, jr., regarding the Colorado mine 
strike.

toria Rips Hole in New- 
York of American Line. 


ACCIDENT SOON 


AFTER MIDNIGHT 


Both Steamers Are Able to 
Proceed on Way After 
Ck)llision. 


On Board S. S. New York, by Wire- 
less via Siasconsett, Mass., June 13.— 
While the Americ«.n liner New 
York, 
westbound, was motionJess in a heavy 
fog 400 miles east of Ambrose light ship 
early today, the Hamburg-American lin- 
er Pretoria, bound east, ran into,her and 
ripped a hole twelve feet high and thir- 
ty-two feet long in her port side. 


The hole is flush with the main deck 
and is fifteen feet above the. water line. 
So great was the force of the collision 
that 
the 
Pretoria's anchor 
was torn 
from her bow and left banging inside the 
gap that had been torn in the New York. 
Practically all the passengers on both 
ships were asleep. 


Passengers Hurry to Decks. 


Immediatel yafter the 
collision 
the 
engines of both ships were ordered fnll 
speed astern and passengers came hurry- 
ing to the decks. 
The passengers of the 
New York were able to reach over and 
touch the bow of the Pretoria as she 
puJled away from her dangerous poei- 
tion. 
There was no panic. 


Captain Roberts and Chief Officer Tur- 
ner were both on the bridge at the time 
of 
the 
collision. 
They 
assured 
the 
frightened passengers, many of whom 
hurried to the 
starboard side of 
the 
ship, anticipating a list to port, that 
there was no danger. 


Members 
o£ 
the 
crew 
also 
went 
among the passengers and urged them 
to be calm. 
Upon orders of Captain 
Roberts the bulkheads of the New York 
were closed at 12:62 this morning be- 
cause of the denaity; of the fog. 
Thig 
was about ten niinut«s, before-the colli- 
sion. 
Duririg . this period the Pretoria 
replied instantly to fog sirens blo-wh by 
the New York. 
Captain Roberts blew 
two long blasts repeatedly for five min 
utes prior to the collision. 
These whis- 
tles indicated the New York had stop- 
ped. 


Then Craadi Comeow 


Suddenly there was a crash succeedeil 
by a sharp, tearing sound as the steel 
plates and woodwork of the New York 
were shattered by the Pretoria's sharp 
bow. 


Fortunately 
the 
watch which occu 
pied the quarters beMnd that part of the 
ship which was crushed in, was on duty 
in the stoke hole. 
Had the collision oc- 
curred while this watch was off duty a 
number of lives would probably have 
been lost. 
The Pretoria was less dam- 
aged by 
the collision 
than the 
New 
York. 
Several of the plates at her bow 
were sprung and twisted. 
^ 


After the passengers had been assured 
that they were in no danger they began 
to laugh and joke over the queer cos- 
tumes in which some of the travelers 
appeared on deck. 
The passengers re- 
iused to return to thedr cabins until 
daylight. 


After it was determined that no seri- 
ous damage had been done to either of 
the ships they proceeded on their way.

had their reserves tied up in it, it was 
said.

Munday has interests in a score of 
undertakings ranging from banks 
to 
cemetery companies. 
Mr. Harkin said 
today that there was good ground to 
hope that the smaller banks might be 
found solvent. He said the direct causes 
of the LaSalle Street bank's troubles 
was failure to dispose of a half million

BERNE PIONEER IS BURIED. 


Henry Lehman, Farmer and Financier, 
Pass^ Away. 


Berue, Ind., June 13.—Funeral serv- 
ices were held today for Samuel Leh- 
man, for neajly half a century a citizen 
of this place, a great concourse of peo- 
ple attending the last rites at the Men- 
nonite church. 
Mr. Lehman was born 
June 7, 1841, in Sonnenberg, 
Wayne 
county, Ohio, in which historic old Swiss 
Mennonite settlement he grew to man- 
hood. His first wife, Elizabeth Oberley. 
died soon after marriage and in 1867 
the young widower moved to this county 
and in the same year was married to 
Elizabeth Sprunger. 
Of a large family 
six sons and four daughters have grown 
to manhood and womanhood. 
One child 
died in infancy. 
In 1888 Mr. Lehman 
purchased a large farm just northwest 
of this plac«, which became known far 
and wide as a model farm. He did not, 
however, confine his activities to agri- 
culture, but became one of the most 
substantial promoters of business inter- 
ests in Berne, almost from the begin- 
ning of the village. 
In 1903 Mr. Lehman 
moA^ed from his farm into a fine home 
in the town. 
He was a heavy investor 
in several of the most important busi- 
ness enterprises here. iMr. Lehman was 
for many years a trustee of the Men- 
nonite church here and during the al- 
most three years of the erection of the 
new edifice he superintended the work.

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Prodding Up the Senate. 


' Washington 'dispatches carry the information that 
the country is beginning to display a very marked im- 
patience with the senate, and that members of the upper 
house are in daily receipt of many letters complaining of 
delay in carrying through the legislative program. They 
are hearing from home, and while such proceeding may 
smack of high treason in the view of the statesmen, its 
effect is apt to be distinctly salutary. 
Senatorial tradi- 
tion is silent as to any precedent whatever for this sort of 
criticism of its members, but if the statesmen are wise 
they will not fail to give serious heed to it, particularly in 
view of the fact that they will hereafter go directly to the 
people and not to state legislatures for re-election. 


There has been sharp contrast between the work of 
the senate and the house during the fourteen months that 
congress has been in practically continuous session. With 
a fixed and definite administration program before it, as 
certain of eventual enactment as anything in the world, 
the house has rushed its work through expeditiously. 
Then it has been compelled to mark time while awaiting 
the more deliberate movements of the senate, which has 
an inherent antipathy against being either questioned, 
disturbed or hurried. The senate has always been that 
wsij. The value of the senate's work is not to be under- 
estimated. It usually improves on the measures sent to it 
by the house, but it requires a tremendously long time to 
do it. In the Panama tolls' bill, for example, fort3^-two set 
speeches were made after the measure came from commit- 
tee deliberation—^which total was perhaps some forty in 
excess of the actual necessities of serious consideration. 


The temper of the country as reflected in letters now 
reaching Washington is that remaining legislation be 
handled definitely and promptly and that adjournment 
come without unnecessary delay. The senate will do well 
to take the hint. 


Despite repeated warnings, regardless of the "safety 
first" cautionary notices, and in defiance of common good 
judgment, scores of men and boys in this city persist in 
dingiiig to street cars to supply power while they are rid- 
ing bicycles. It must be admitted that most of them 
manage somehow to escape injury, but frequently one is 
compelled to pay the penalty by suffering accident. The 
practice is so thoroughly dangerous that it is amazing that 
any person of normal mentality should tempt fate in that 
fashion. 


The collapse of a rather large Chicago state bank and 
a ntmiber of its subsidiary concerns, while distressing to 
stockholders and depositors, appears to have caused not a 
ripple among other financial concerns in that city, and to 
have been due wholly to conditions peculiar to the insti- 
tutions involved. 
And it might be observed that Mr. 
Lorimer is by no means the first to demonstrate that poli- 
tics and banking do not constitute a healthy amalgama- 
tion. It isn't a good mixture at any stage of the proceed- 
ings. 


Within twenty-four hours after it seemed that the 
mediation proceedings at Niagara Falls must come to 
hopeless end because of disagreement on points consid- 
ered vital by the contending parties, a protocol has been 
signed which provides for the orderly elimination of 
Huerta from the place of power in Mexico.

watershed that divides the Wabash and 
Maumee basins lies just west of this 
city. When the waters of the St. Mary's 
river reach such a stage as it did in 
March, 1913, the flood rises above and 
pours over this watershed and rushes 


down the prairie and joins the Little 
river and goes thence into the Wabash. 
During the great floods of last year a 
third of the volume of the St. Mary's 
was carried off in this way, affording 
salvation to immense areas 
in 
Fort 
Wayne that otherwise would have been 
overflowed. The probability is that the 
legislature wiU be asked to pass a law 
reforming the drainage acts of this state 
and providing for the creation of flood 
prevention districts. The plan doubtless 
will conform more or less 
closely 
to 
what has been don« along the !^ami 
river in Ohio, where extensive prevention 
measures are under way. 
The principle 
underlying thip plan briefly is that be- 
ginning at the headwaters of basins and 
valleys, the water shall not be allowed 


diu-ing torrential rains to throw itself 
all at once into the larger streams to 
create floods where the gathered waters 
from many sources meet, as here in 
Fort 
Wayne, but shall 
be 
partially 
impounded and permitted gradually to 
escape through weirs or over spillways. 
Such a system would 
be 
carried 
on 
throughout a drainage district and while 
there would be floods, they would not 
be enormously destructive of property 
or a grave menace to human life as the 
prodigious tides of March a year ago 
became in scores of Indiana and Ohio 
cities, 
^fayor Hosey is a strong advo- 
cate of this plan. 
It can be extensively 
worked out along with highway improve- 
ments and" regular bridge and culvert 
work in every county and township that 
will be affected by the proposed laws.

The morality of the fashions has been 
a staple topic for many years, but, if 
all that is said is to be believed, without 
any material effect—at least on the 
fashions.

French fashion-makers try out their de- 
signs at the race courses and that they 
cater for the frivolous world because it 
is the most extravagant in, or rather on, 
clothes, but the fashions as modified for 
Amcrica and accepted and worn by the 
vast bulk of American women are re- 
fined in the process to suit American 
taste and modcstv. 
Of course there are 
exceptions, flagrant exceptions, but the 
protestants against the fashions of the 
day take these exceptions as their text 
and proceed to frame a general indict- 
ment against womanhood. 
This is as 
unfair as it is untrue. 
Self-respecting 
women like the delegates to this con- 
vention formally endorse the speakers' 
sentiments as directed against their of- 
fending sisters, but have no idea they 
are included, much as the man in the 
pen passes on the pulpit's denunciation 
of sinners to the fellow across the aisle.

BATHING THE BABY 


Article No, 4 in a Series of Twelve by 
Fort Wayne Physicians. 


Nothing is of greater importance m 
the care of the child, than daily bath- 
ing. 
Beginning at birth the tempera- 
tui'e of the water should be 98 degrees 
F. 
After the first few months the te.u- 
perature of the bath water should be 
gradually lowered until the child at one 
year of age is being bathed with water 
at a temperature of 75 or SO degrees F. 
(one should never depend on the hand to 
tell the temperature of the water but 
should 
use 
a 
thermometer.) 
Duriu,<i 
the 
first 
three months a 
basin bath 
should be used. 
After this time the tub 
bath is preferable. Very young children 
should not be kept in the water over 
three minutes. 


After the third or fourth month the 
tub batli may be given at night and a 
basin bath in the morning. 
It is ad- 
vantageous to use rather vigorous fric- 
tion on the body surface diiving the bath, 
in older children. 
Pure castile soap is 
the best soap for bathing children. Aft- 
er the bath the skin should be thorough- 
ly dried with a soft towel and the skin 
should be powdered with talcum powder, 
generously applied. 


Blueness of the lips, of the finger nails 
or toe nails or the occun-ence of the so- 
called "goose flesh" are indications that 
the bath is being too prolonged or that 
the temperature of the water is too low 
and the baby is not reacting 
as 
it

should. 
The bath, under these condi- 
tions, should be discontinued. 
The re- 
sult 
of the bath, 
if 
properly given, 
should be invigorating, the skin should 
be pink and the lips red, following its 
use. 


During the hot months, along with the 
lessening of the clothing, the child may 
be sponged with tepid water and fric- 
tion applied to the skin with the hand, 
several times a day. It is very pleasing 
to note the result of these baths. Given 
a child that is peevish and cross simply 
because it is hot and uncomfortable from 
the extreme heat of the day, a tepid 
sponging with moderate friction will al- 
lay restlessness and induce sleep. 
The 
same effect is produced on the child by 
SDonge baths as is found in the boy or 
man who goes in swimming or takes a 
shower bath and a rub following vigor- 
ous exercise. 
In illness accompanied by 
increase in temperature, makes the bath 
almost imperative. 
No child is too ill 
to rcreive a sponge bath, unless „gomo 
disease of the skin contra-indicates it. 
One sponge bath with the application of 
friction (not vigorous enough to injure 
the skin) is worth several bucketfuls oi 
fever medicine, to reduce high tempera- 
ture. 
The friction bath is also a very 
valuable stimulant when the tempera- 
ture is not elevated and the signs of de- 
pression are present.

Tc.rkestan and the Tigris-Euphrates val- 
ley have a unique use for bread.

about 40 inches wide and twice as long.

High Postage Rates. 


Prior to 1845 the rate of postage on a 
letter for thirty miles ivas 6^/4 cents; 
over thirty and under eighty miles, 10 
cents; over eighty and under 150 miles, 
12^2 cents; over 150 and under 400 miles, 
18% cents; over 400 miles, 25 cents. 
The 
rates were four times this figure if the 
letter weighed more iJian an ounce. 


"On a large proportion of the letters 
received from the s'eaboard states at the 
Fort Wayne branch bank prior to 1845 
the postage was $1 and upwards," says 
Charles McCuUoch, president of the Ham- 
ilton National bank. 
"In 1845 the rates 
were reduced 50 per cent., a reduction 
which, according to the predictions of the 
opponents of the measure in 
congress;

bankrupt 
the postoffice depart- 
ment, if not the treasury.

in 1847 
Many of the town boj's, supplemented 
by recruits

Fort Wayne College Admits Male Stu- 
dents. 


The Fort W a y n e Female college opened 
in 1849, with A. C. Huestis as its presi- 
dent. 
G. H. Rounds succeeded Mr. Hues- 
tis. 
The 
third president. Rev 
Cyrus 
Nutt, retained the 
position 
one 
year. 
During the earlier months of the exist- 
ence of the school, male students 
were 
Gxchided. 
In response to a communica- 
tion 
from 
Rev. 
Samuel 
Brenton, 
the 
president of the college selected a com- 
mittee composed of Samuel Edsall and 
Jesse L. Williams to consider the mat- 
ter of adding a male department to the 
school. 
It was not until the following 
year t h a t the directors found it possible 
to open the doors of the college to both 
young men and women. 
In 1852, ho-vv- 
ever, the board "resolved, t h a t it is ex- 
pedient 
to establish 
a 
college for 
the 
education of males at this place, to sus- 
tain the same relation to the North In 
diana confercnce of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church t h a t the Fort W a y n e 
Fe 
male college does.'' This separate school, 
the 
Fort 
W a y n e 
Collegiate 
institute, 
was 
established,

name of the Fort Wayne college, com- 
monly called the Methodist college. 


To the earnest regret of the people of 
Fort Wayne of today this school, which 
became a powerful factor in the educa- 
tional work of the middle west, was al- 
lowed in later years to succumb beneath 
the weight of debt. 
The site of the ex- 
tensive campus is now a handsome resi 
dence section of the city, and all traces 
of the college long since have been ef- 
faced except in the hearts of its many 
students and friends who remain.

The Beginning of the End of the Canal. 


1847,—The voices of the creditors of 
the state of Indiana, demanding the pay- 
ment 
of their dues, mingled with 
the 
nimble 
of 
the approaching 
locomotive 
were sounding the doom of the canal. 
In 
1846, the iegislature had passed the But- 
ler bill, providing 
for the payment 
of 
the state's debts and the placing of the 
canal under the control of a board of 
trustees composed of Charles Butler as 
president, Jesse L. Williams, chief 
en- 
gineer, and J. Ball, of Terre Haute, resi- 
dent engineer. 
The act divided the pub- 
lic debt into two parts. 
As applying to 
one part, the state agreed t o ^ y 
the 
interest and ultimately to meet the pay- 
ment of the principal. 
For the interest 
and the principal of the other half, the 
creditors consented to look to the 
rev- 
enues of the canal, which they believed 
would gradually increase until, in 1854, 
the receipts would reach and maintain 
an annual figure of $500,000.

The Benefits of the Canal. 
The narrative of the financial failure of 
the canal wotild form a dark page of the 
history of Indiana were it not for the 
glowing fact that the waterway during 
the brief period of its use, was the great 
thoroughfare which brought to the west 
thousands of the citizens who made the 
commonwealth one of thè most progres- 
sive states 
of the 
entire 
Union. 
It 
stimulated manufactures and agriculture 
at a time when thousands turned their 
eyes to the westward, and thus became 
the means of development of a portion 
of the country which rose steadily to a 
position of importance in many lines of 
endeavor. 
. . . 


The Fate of the 
Waterway. 
Although 
the succeeding chapters 
-will 
deal with details of the history of the 
canal, it has been considered w^ell to re- 
fer at this time to the movements which 
determined the fate of the canal as a 
great highway of commerce. 


From the beginning of the work of 
construction 
to December 
1, 1874, the 
expenditures reached the enormous fig- 
ure of $8,259,244,03, -while the total re- 
ceipts were only .$5,477,238.41, leaving a 
deficit of $2,782^005.62.

PLINY HOAGLAND. 


Pliny Hoagland (born in ISIO, near New 
Philadelphia, Ohio.) began his professional 
life as an engineer on an Ohio canal in 
1835. 
Three years later he was engaged 
In a li've capacity on the Ohio division of 
the Wabash and Erie canal. 
In 1845 he 
removed to Fort ^Vayne. 
He was promi- 
nently concerned in the building of the 
Ohio and Indiana railroad, first as an in- 
fluential 
factor in securing favorable leg- 
islatl%'e action, and latterly as one of the 
building contractors. 
He was a director 
of the Pittsburgh. Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago road, and of the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana. 
In 1S56 he was elected a state 
representative, and in 1862 state senator. 
He succeded Hugh McCulloch as presi- 
dent of the Fort Wayne Branch bank of 
the Bank of Indiana; when this concern 
became a national institution he declined 
the presidency, but bccarr.e its vioe presi- 
dent. 
His influence, while a member of 
the city council and in other positions of 
trust resulted in much permanent good to 
the communitv. 
The death of Mr. Hoag- 
land occurred in lt'5'4. 


A Fort Wayne Company. 
In 1862, the state made a contract with 
a company composed of A, P. Edgerton, 
Hugh McCulloch and Pliny Hoagland, of ' 
Fort Waj'ne, to maintain the section of 
the canal between Terre H a u t e and the 
Ohio state line, the lowest portion, be- 
tween Terre Haute and Evansville, hav- 
ing been abandon«!.-'^ 
This 
company 
agreed 
to assume charge of the canal 
until 1873 for the tolls and Avater power 
rents; but in lS6fi it declared its inabil- 
ity 
to maintain 
the 
waterway 
and 
a 
stock company "^vas organized to succeed 
it. 
This latter company was composed 
of 379 business men, -who subscribed a 
total of $200.000 and agreed to maintain 
the property until 1878. 
This attempt, 
too, was a failure, and in 1874 the canal 
was abandoned, although in 1873 farm- 
ers along the route subscribed 
$60,000 
to assist in repairing tbe decaying locks 
and crumbling banks.

The peculiar belief of the members of : 
the cult is that the earth is concave, not i 
convex. 
DraM- a circle and label it the , 
heavens. 
Cover this 
with a shell and ' 
you have the fundamental principle on 
which the cult is founded. 
Koreshans 
b'-lieve that they live inside the shell. 


The Koreshan belief says: 
} 


"The inner surface of the hollow globe j 
I the earth) is land and water, compris- j 
ing a concave surface inhabited by everj' i 
form and quality of life. 
The circum- 
ference of the earth is 25,000 miles; the 
diameter, S.OOO miles. 
Within the en- 
vironment of the shell or egg (hollow 
globe) are three 
distinct 
atmospheres. 
The uttermost, in which 'we live and 
move and have our being," is compo&ed 
of oxygen and nitrogen, the middle of 
hydrogen and the innermost of aboron. 


"The two great lights, the sun and the 
moon, and the stars as well 
as the 
planets, are within the egg or shell of 
the" earth. 
TTiey are not inhabited," 


The Koreshan monthly magazine, '"'The 
Flaming Sword," advocates communism, 
celibacy aad chastity. 
Koreshans believe 


in the unity of church and state; in 
alchemy or transmutation; in reincarna- 
tion and psychology; 
in the spiritual 
world and the immortality in the flesh. 


"The science of the Koreshan system 
will, when applied."' it is said, "abolish 
wage slavery and make it impossible for 
men to accumulate personal wealth and 
impoverish the laboring people."' 


The Koreshan belief in the humanity 
of Ood is that the Lord lived on earth 
in the form of Moses, later as Jesus, and 
that the modern Messiah w-as the foim- 
der of their own cult, Cyrus R. Teed. 


This belief came near dashing the cult 
on the rocks of destruction some months 
ago, when I>i-. Teed died. 
There arose a 
diversity of opinion among his followers 
regarding his "resurrection," 
one side 
holding 
that their 
leader 
would 
arise 
bodily from his tomb on Estero Island; 
the other that the doctor's 
death was 
his 
"resurrection 
from 
humanity."'

The unity publishes a weekly paper, 
the American 
Eagle, and a 
monthly 
magazine, the Flaming Sword, in addi- 
tion to various leaflets and booklets. 


The unity was founded by Dr. Cyrus 
R. Teed, who was born 
in 
Delaware 
county, N. Y., October 18, 1839, who for 
a long ¿ime practiced medicine and who 
served in the civil war. 


" A t the age of 30," the »Koreshans 
say, "Dr. Teed's 
mentality 
underwent 
an extraordinary 
experience 
wh^'fi he 
worked in his 'alchemical' 
laboratory." 
Hence the cult. 


The 
continents of the globe are 
1-ictured ou the concave surface of the 
interior of a huge globe inclosing the 
heavens, 
as the members 
of the 
Koreshan cult iielieve we live. The 
sun and the moon hold places in the 
smaller 
globe. 
Below is a picture 
of the founder of the cult. 


"Di-. Teed's own words say: 
'I had 
succeded in transforming matter of one 
kind to its equivalent 'energy' 
(spirit- 
substance) and in reducing his 'energy-,' 
through polaric influence, to u.atter of 
another kind 
I had accomplished this 
in numerous 
experiments and with a 
number of substances, and especially had 
I succeded in transfgrming one of the 
grossest of metallic 
substances to the 
golden dust of precipitation. 


"Tlie 
'philosopher's 
stone' had been 
discovered by a divine 
revelation and 
the conjunction of God and man,"' Teed 
preached. 
"Thus the origin and destiny 
of all things were discovered and dis- 
closed." 


The word Koreshan comes from the 
Hebrew, Char-a-shan. 
The first syllable 
signifies sun, meaning the divine human, 
say members of the cult; the second and 
third syllables signifying smoking, fm-- 
nace; 
hence the three 
syllables, "the 
divine human smelting, purging or re- 
fining 
place."

Sergeant Murphy 
Smoked His Pipe as 
Soldier Boys Charged 


(After-the first battle at Manila, and 
the skii^mish and 
fighting 
from 
the 
trenches that followed it, General I\rc- 
Arthur decided to extend his lines into 
the enemy's country a short distance. Tt 
fell to the Twentieth 
Kansas, 
under 
Funston, to charge into and capture the 
suburban village of Oaloocan. 
The fol- 
lowing tells that story.) 


CHAPTER XIV. 


By GEN. FREDERICK FUNSTON, 
Brigadier General, United States Army., 


Although the insurgents could not yet 
Bee us, they knew from the movements 
of the other two regiments in the oi)en 
ground that the advance had begun, and 
how thy did fill those woods with bul- 
lets! We had all twelve companies on 
the firing line and the whole regiment, 
as the bugles rang out the command to 
commence 
firing, 
became 
wreathed 
in 
Bmoke, while the noise was so 
great 
that it was out of the question to make 
one's self heard. 
The attack was made 
at a walk, the men firing to the front ;is 
rapidly as they could, regardless of the 
fact that at 
first 
no target could be 
seen. Many bullets were stopped by tree 
trimks, 
but 
thousands 
more, 
striking 
about the Filipino trenches or passing 
close over them, so demoralized the de- 
fenders that their fire, while of great 
volume, was very wild. 


I had started to ride my horse through 
the fight, but finally concluded to dip- 
mount, as fences confined me largely to 
the road, down which was coming tli«^ 
heaviest fire. So T followed the attack 
on foot and immediately behind Com- 
pany C. 
In this company was a unique 
character. 
Sergeant 
John 
C. 
Murpliy. 
•who died only a couple of years ago as a 
retired off.cer of the regular army. 


Throughout the whnlo advance IMurphy 
eerenely smoked a large briarwond pipe, 
which he only removed from his mouth 
when it 
became neecpsary to 
addres« 
• some pointed remarks to the men of his 
section. 
He saw one of his men crouch 
quietly down behind a, low shelter, as if 
he contemplated remaining there as the 
company passed on. 
Murphy 
wall<ed 
back to the man', deliberately removed 
his pipe, as if he were afraid of biting 
the stem in two, and then, with 
un- 
honeyed 
words, fairly 
kicked him 
up 
onto the firing line. 


The five companies on the right of 
the regiment had now broken into the 
open in full view of tlie Caloocan chureli 
and the trenches near it. These trenrhr? 
and the top of the wall near the church 
were alive witli straw hats bobbing up 
and down, v.-hile from both came a se- 
vere but badly aimed fire. 


THE 
FIGHT AT THE CHURCH OF CALCO CAÍí". 


It was a pretty exciting moment. For 
half a minute one company showed some 
signs of disorder, the men beginning to 
halt and lie down; but ^Major Metcalf 
and the officers and sergeants 
of 
the 
company strode up and down the line 
and quickly got them going again. 


I ordered the "'charge" blown, and all 
who could hear it sprang forward, the 
men to the right or left taking the I'ue 
and advancing with them, 
the 
whole 
regiment breaking into 
yells 
as 
we 
closed. 
In no time we were over the 
trenches, the survivgrs among the de- 
fenders bolting to the rear wall near the 
ch;irch, which was being abandoned 
at 
the same time. 
Some of them were shot 
down as they ran, but our men were so 
'"winded" that their shooting was not so 
good as it might have been. 


Major 
¡Nletcalf 
saw one man 
bring 
down a fleeing Filipino by hurling his 
rife 
at 
him 
with 
both 
hands. 
muz7,le 
firpt. 
The 
bayonet 
passed 
entirely 
through 
the 
man's 
skull. 
Tlie bottom of the trench was a shock- 
ing spectacle, beina simply covered with 
dead and wounded 
men, the most of 
\\hom 
liad been bi'i^^'S'it down in the 
brief fire tight at close range that had 
preceded the final rush. 


There was a moment's delay after the 
chiiri-li was rearhed. The field and staff 
ofiicers reniounic! their horses, that had 
been brought up in the rear of the line. 


and the irregular and waving line of 
1,000 yelling men pushed through 
the 
burning town in ptirsuit. 
We "were soon 
in the open country, but the 
fleet-footed 
Filipinos had several hundred yards the 
start of us. and we did not bring down 
many of them, the excitement of the 
chase and the exhaustion of the men not 
being conducive to good shooting. 
Oc- 
casionally a group would turn and fire 
on us for a few seconds; but most of 
thei refforts were bent on plaeing the 
Tulejan river between 
themselves and 
our line. 
We chased them to the sum- 
mit of the ridge overlooking that stream, 
about half a mile beyond Caloocan, and 
then halted, being, far beyond where we 
had been directed to establish our new 
line. 


The dusk was now 
^ t h e r i n g , 
but 
across the river, near Malinta, we could 
see long lines of the enemy, some of 
whom opened on us with a rather sharp 
but quite ineffective fire, the distance 
being 1,200 yards. 
We did not a t 
first 
reply, but finally Captain Orwig of his 
own initiative began volley firing with 
his company. 
I rode over to his posi- 
tion and pitched into him rather sav- 
agely, in the hearing of his men, telling 
him that we could not hit anybody with 
our old Springfields at that distance, and 
that the fire of the enemy could do u.8 n o 
harm. 


Hardly had I delivered myself of this 
sage 
opinion when 
my horse 
whirled 
suddenly and began to sink down. 
Dis- 
mounting immediately, it was discovered 
that the animal had 
been 
shot 
clear 
through the neck, one of the surgeons 
later removing the bullet from under the 
skin on the right-hand side. 


In view of my heated remarks only a 
mement before, this incident cau.sed a 
derisive chuckle throughout the 
whole 
company. 
The horse, a fine little bay 
of the better type of Filipino pony, sure- 
footed and indifferent to the noise or 
firing, completely recovered in time, and 
I rode him through all of ,the campaign 
up the railroad. 


Considering the heavy fire that we had 
been under, especially while the 
right 
flank of the regiment was engaging the 
trenches near the church, our losses had 
been small, consisting of two enlisted 
men killed and 
Captain 
Christy 
and 
eight enlisted men wounded. 


The next morning we counted sixty- 
four insurgents dead, 
mostly 
in 
the 
trenches near the church or their vicin- 
ity. 
Their wounded wTio had been left 
on the ground we gathered up and ?ent 
in to the hospital with our own. 
About 
one hundred rifles and several thousand 
rounds 
of 
ammunition 
were 
captured 
and destroyed.

President's Trophy

"The president's trophy," 
given 
by 
President Woodrow Wilson to the win- 
ner of the twelve-meter yacht race under 
international rule at the world's fair at 
San Francisco in 1915 is valued at $500. 
It is designed as a replica of the Hanap, 
a tall drinking vessel of the fopteenth 
centiuy. 


The cup is twenty-eight inches high, 
including the redwood 
burl 
pedestal 
three and one-fourth inches high. 
The 
top of the bowl measures ten and one- 
half inches, the bottom is twelve and 
one-half inches and the base is nine and 
three-eighths inches. 


Two panels of the cup will bear in- 
scriptions and the names of the winner 
and crew. 
The other two panels will 
bear scenes of the exposition etched into 
the silver.

They eat soldiers' fare, which 
they

prepare. 
W a r f a r e 
in 
Mexico is very different from the scien- 
tific, org-anlzed operations of the present 
day. 
It is full of unexpected local color, 
much 
of 
which 
is contributed 
by 
the 
women of the army. 


They are known by the musical term 
of soldaxiara. 
These women of the army 
are of the lower classes in Mexico. 
That 
means they are either pure Indian 
or 
have a strong: mixture of Indian blood in 
their veins. 
Hence 
their 
stoicism 
and 
endurance. 


Following the army over the mountains 
of Mexico or through the desert wastes is 
no easy task. 
The soldadara of Mexico 
is not anxious for the rôle. 
Slie has too 
many 
masculine 
privileges—and 
hard- 
ships. . 


Yet she Is essentially femlnlne-and this 
^mxùninitv eiurv» itsetC la vMious 


For instance, no matter how coarse or 
ragged or cheap her gown may be, it is 
invariably made picturesque by the silk 
mantilla which is draped about her head, 
and over her shoulders. 


When it comes to cooking her woman's 
ingenuity 
is at 
once 
called 
into 
play. 
Despite the scarcity of water in a desert 
country and the paucity of food stuffs 
in a war scathed country side, the solda- 
dara scurries a/hout and in twenty minutes 
evolves a savory meal. 


To accomplish this she has dug 
the 
long roots of the mesquite for firewood, 
piled 
a 
few 
stones 
around 
her 
fire, 
stretched a bit of tin. across it for xiots 
and pans and in a few minutes has evolved 
a cooking arrangement as effective as a 
modern range in a New York apartment 
house.

From 
the pack 
on the back 
of 
her 
burro she has drawn her bag of beans 
o r ' g r a i n and dried beef in strings. 
If 
fortune has been kind small game or a 
quail or two help to make the meal more 
savory. 


Her dishes are washed by a 
running 
stream when she Is fortunate enough to 
find one. 
Her clothes are washed at the 
same spot,; rubbed over the stones 
to 
remove the dirt. 


Sh« lives her buay 
«van attending 


to the duties of childbirth without attend- 
ance out under the stars. 


In the towns the stay at homes 
are 
equally patriotic. 
Their work is at times 
as strenuous as that of the women who 
take to the field. In addition to household 
labor they make uniforms and fit their 
men 
for 
war. 
They 
have 
even 
ciu,^ 
trenches 
and 
built embankments 
about 
the town before a threatened attack. 


Another romantic but ill-fated figure in 
Mexican history is its second 
Emperor, 
Maximilian. His rule was later and long- 
er than Iturbide's, but ended as his did, 
in execution. 


There are those v/ho use a shoi'ter and 
uglier term for this abrupt conclusion of 
one of the many rulers of Mexico. 
Mur- 
der is nearer the truth. 


All that remains of Maximilian's pomp 
is the tawdry gilt coach in which he used 
to ride about the "City of Mexico. It is 
now preserved in a corner of the'inuseum 
In that historic city. 


Napoleon III., Emperor of the French, 
was responsible for setting up anew 
the 
Emperor of Mexico, when, at his urging, 
the tripartite convention by France, Spain 
and England,met in London ln '186:j. for in- 
.dArrention ani^ eoiorceinect 9fi the-'.claims 


of their bondholders against the defaulting 
Mexicans. 


The three Powers sent a fleet which ar- 
rived at Vera Cruz toward the end of the 
year. After a preliminary agreement the 
Spanish and Briti.sli ships put back home. 


The French remained and began a war 
of. conquest or subjugation. At first they 
were not successful, for the 
Mexicans, 
under 
the 
able 
leadership 
of 
generals 
whom 
Juarez 
appointed, 
fought 
like 
tigers. Diaz, afterward famous, or infa- 
mous, in Mexican government, was among 
these commanders. 


But the French, under General Forey, 
were finally successful, entered the City 
of Mexico and set up a junta of Mexicans 
to decide on the government. 


W a s it at the prompting of the French 
thai, they decided on an empire with Maxi- 
milian, Archduke of Austria, at its head? 


This Prince of the Hapsburgs, summoned 
from his castle on the Adriatic, arrived 
with his wife, Carlotta, daughter of' the 
King of Belgium, and with much pomp 
and 
circumstance 
vvas crowned 
in 
the 
Cathedral of Mexico in June, 1864. 


This was all the more readily accom- 
plished because the United States was In 
the throes of .civil war, 
' 


For : three ' years 
Maximilian 
reigned. 
Then the - old ' atory of Insurrections in 


Mexico 
began 
again. 
Diaz 
and 
three 
thousand 
of 
the republicans of 
Mexico 
captured Pueola and laid siege to Mexico 
City. 


Maximilian, 
deserted 
by 
the 
French, 
wavered between abdication and remain- 
ing on his throne to the bitter end. 


He left the besieged city and intrenched 
himself 
and 
his 
court 
in 
Queretaro. 
Twenty-ono 
thousand 
Mexican 
repub- 
licans advanced upon him. 


Through the treachery of Lopez, one of 
Maximilian's 
supporters, 
the 
city 
was 
opened to the republicans, and the Em- 
peror .was captured. 


Maxijnilian 
was 
court 
martialed 
and 
condemned to death. It is said that at 
the moment when Juarez held his pen in 
hand to sign the death warrant 
Maxi- 
milian's proud and beautiful wife kneeled 
before the Indian President, the son of a 
savage race, and begged for clemency. 


Juarez 
wavered.- 
But 
an 
inexorable 
compatriot Ayhispered the words that after- 
ward 
became 
a 
shibboleth 
in 
Mexico, 
"Now or never for our country's salva- 
tion!" 
. 


Maximiliah was executed. His wife went 
mad and spent the remainder of her un- 
happy life in Europe.

United States.

"The son of Prince P'u Lun, who haa 
just succeeded Shih-hsii as guardian ol 
the imperial family, goes to school -with 
the boy Emperor. 


"P'u Lun is the only one of the Man- 
chu princes who is really progressive and 
helping the republic along. 
He is pro- 
gressive to the backbone, and is doing his 
best to aid President Yuan Shih-kai and 
the republican administration. 
President 
Y'uau appointed him Lieutenant General 
of one of the eight Tartar banners. 
A 
prince of the blood, who might have been 
Emperor of China, he is now serving aa 
a lieutenant geneivil under the commonel 
head of the commonwealth. 
His impor- 
tant services to the new rCgime have en- 
deared him to the Chinese and will giv« 
him a very important place in history. 


"When many princes and most of the 
great dukes fled from Peking, P'u Lun re- 
mained to welcome the leaders of tlie rev- 
olution and the chosen heads of the pro- 
visional government. 
When Yuan 
was 
inaugurated as President, the Prince eu- 
logized him in an excellent speech and 
offered the compliments of the imperial 
household.

.laijuary, 'JH, 3010, the trial of 
t.he 
Black 
Handeiis opened in the 
T'nited 
Slali's ("ourt for the ¡Southern 
District 
of New York, before .Judge (i-eorgc W. 
Ray, in the l'edera! Building, New York 
city. 


I ¡lave already told of the great fund 
which the Black Hand raised for the de- 
fence of the counterfeiters. 
I t amounted 
to at least $50,0(Xì, but the amount of 
money actually spent in efforts to bring 
about the acquittal of the Black H a n d 
members 
is a 
matter 
for 
guesswork. 
The sum Avas enormous. 


One of the best lawyers in the city, a 
man once Governor of one of the largest 
States in the Union, was approached by 
Black 
Hand 
agents. 
He 
was offered 
$10,000 to defend the counterfeiters, but 
refused on the grounds that he believed 
them to be guilty. 


The agents made every effort to con- 
vince him that the Black Handers wore 
victims of a plot laid by the Secret Ser- 
vice to bring to the bar men who could 
be made the scapegoats for the failure 
of die government to apprehend the real 
counterfeiters. 
When 
the 
lawyer 
re- 
fused again to take the case he was of- 
fered §20,000, but feeling chat he would 
be defending men be was certain 
were 
criminals and not serving the best in- 
terests of the government lie steadfastly 
declined to have anything to do with the 
case. 


Agents 
of 
the 
Black 
Hand 
society 
offered a member of the New 
York po- 
lice force a generous sum of money to 
allow Morello to escape while he was 
being 
transferred 
from 
the 
Tombs 
Prison to the court house, but the po- 
liceman 
was 
honest 
and 
would 
not 
listen to his tempters. The bribe was 
doubled, but still it was not accepted, 
and Morello wei^fc to trial. Tiie man who 
was offered this bribe will be vei-y much 
surprised to read tliat 1 knew of it. 


Letters threatening death and worse 
were sent to many of those connected 
with the trial. One sent to Judge 
.Ay 
read :— 


"If 
Lupo, 
Morello 
and 
their 
com- 
•panions are not liberated you will die 
like a dog. W e have killed better men 
than you or Smith or Flynn." 


Abel I. Smith was the A.ssistaut Dis- 
trict Attorney who prosecuted the coun- 
terfeiters. 


Another letter mailed to Judge 
Ray 
was even more 
typical of the 
Black 
H a n d methods of attack. 
The address 
was printed in ink:—"Judge Ray, U. S. 
Circuit Court, Post Office, N e w Y'ork." 
Inside the envelope was a sheet of paper 
on which was drawn* in ink 
a large 
heart 
pierced by a stiletto. 
At each 
side of the sheet w a s a revolver. Dotted 
lines from the muzzles of these weapons 
indicated the coume of the bullets which 
struck the heart at either side. 


Beneath the heart was a skull 
and 
croBsbones 
and 
beneath 
that 
a black 
bBiid. 
A t one side was a strip of writ- 


/ 


ing calling Abel T. Smith many 
things 
would not look well in print and 
promising hirn that if the prisoners were 
convicted he would be killed before they 
had 
been 
transferred 
to 
the 
federal 
pri.son. 
At the bottom was a similar at- 
tack on Judge R.iy and at the other side 
threats and curses 
against me. 
A fac- 
simile of the letter is reprodticed on this 
page, but the attacks against us have 
been obliterated because it would not be 
decent to reproduce them. 


In 
view of the threats which 
were 
made airainst the witnesses and officials 
of the government, the court room during 
the trial of the Black Handers was well 
guarded 
by armed 
Secret 
Service 
men 
and policemen In plain clothes. 
Every 
known Black ITander in the court room 
wa.9 unrler surveillance. 
Violence 
was 
forestalled, but even the large force of 
armed officers in the room could not ef- 
fectively stamp out the dreaded "omer- 
tà," or Sicilian death sisn. 
This is one of 
the forces for evil most dre.Tde.l 1)y the 
police and the Secret Service, for it will 
induce an eye witness while on the stand 
to swe.nr that he knows nothing what- 
e\er nbotit a crimc. 


^^'lien ;i witnc.'^s takes the stand 
he 
may see thi,s sign from a scoj'c of differ- 
ent points in the court room, and there 
is n'.> effective way to battle against it. 
I'^ven thouiii a Srcrct Service man sees 
a ]H'rs()n in the court 
runm make 
the 
sign and cvicts him, the damage has al- 
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ready been done. 
Witnesses have been 
known to falter, stammer In their speech, 
reed and faint from apparently no cause 
whatever. 
When revived they iiave ap- 
peared dazed and, no matter what their 
testimonj' before, have sworn that they 
were ignorant of the facts surrounding 
the case. 


Comito, 
the 
m a n 
who 
worked 
the 
pre.sses for the couuierfeitors in the stone 
house at Highland, was the star witness 
for the government in the trial of Lupo, 
^Slorelio and the other Black 
Handery. 
H e it was who confessed to me the en- 
tire plot of the counterfeiters, gave me 
all their names and supplied facts wl ;ch 
enabled me to arrest the leaders, with a 
fair certainty of convicting them. I have 
toltl in a previous article how the Black 
H a n d tried to wreak vengeance on Co- 
mito when they learned that he had con- 
fessed to me and how I had him care- 
fully guarded every hour of the day and 
night. 


As the date set for the opening of the 
trial approached, Comito showed signs 
of worriment. 
I found him lapsing into 
fits of dreaming f r o m which he would 
arouse himself with a start. 
His face 
became haggard and peaked. 
Ho ate 
but little and I knew what was on his 
mind. ' 


The shadow of the Black H a n d w a s 
menacing him. 
The vengeance of 
the 
men with whom he had lived in the little 
stone house was very real to him luid. 


very terrible. 
H e knew of stronger men 
than himself who had been struck down. 
H e knew the authors of a dozen mur- 
ders which were riddles to the police of 
New Y'ork or of Italy and he qui%'ered 
with fear under the menace of the Black 
Hand. 


Every ounce of force and energy I had 
at my command I threw into the effort 
to make Comito feel that with 
Uncle 
Sam as his protector he had nothing to 
fear. 
The Sheep assured me that he 
would testify at the trial, but I knew 
the anguish it cost him and the fright 
he was haviiig to overcome his natural 
feare. 
I t is to his credit that his cour- 
age won out. 


H e w a s escorted to and from the court 
room by a squad of men and he knew 
that before the hand 
of 
an 
assassin 
could reach him a dozen pairs of hands 
would be raised in his defence. 


W h e n Comito was called as a witness 
I sat near him, never more than a couple 
of feet away. 


It was not that he thought my person 
any protection, but to him I represented 
a force for law and order .stronger than 
the Black Hand,- a force before which 
the powerful society quailed and ran to 
cover. 


When Comito was called there were 
eight 
counterfeiters 
in 
the 
prisoners' 
box—Lupo the Wolf, Giuseppe Morello, 
Giiifieooe Callidiio. 
GiiiBeoDe

Antonio Cecala, Salvatore Cina, Nicola 
Sylvestre and Vincenzo Giglio. 


As the Sheep took the witness chair 
eight pairs of eyes glared at him from 
the 
prisoners' 
box. 
Calm 
Avere 
the 
prisoners, bat their eyes burned into his 
and never wandered from his face. 
At 
first Comito did not seem to mind, but 
as counsel asked him question after ques- 
tion and, no matter w h a t the answer, 
eight pairs of eyes continued to stare 
fiercely into his face, he seemed to be- 
come fascinated. 
He could not let his 
own eyes wander from those of the men 
who gazed so ceaselessly at him. 
Each 
face was tranquil 
but grim, and Comito 
knew what it m e a n t 


A man in the middle of the 
room, 
seated among the spectators, leaned for- 
ward, his right elbow on his right knee. 
Long and hard he stared at Comito. 
It 
may be he was trying to attract the wit- 
ness' attention by staring at him, it may 
be he was only waiting until 
Comito 
should turn his way. 
At any rate the 
eyes of the Sheep wandered from the 
prisoners and rested on the" dark visage 
of the man among the spectators. 
Quick 
as a flash his hand fle^w to his face. He 
doubled his fist, bending the inde.x finger 
outward and gripi)ins it in his teetli. 
A look of indescribable ferocity 
came 
into his eyes, accentuated by the almost 
grotesque lines about the mouth caused 
hv înR&rtiiur the crooked index iiasei.'. 


It was the dreaded Sicilian death sign. 
The tongue of Comito tlie Sheep clave 
to the roof of his mouth. His eyes fell, 
his voice faltered. The blood surged into 
his temples, then reccded, leaving him 
pale and 
shaken. 
I 
feared 
the 
man 
would 
collapse, 
but he was made of 
sterner stuff than I had given him credit 
for. 
H e fought down the fear he could 
not be blamed for feeling and continued 
his testimony in a calm voice. 


Comito's courageous act was a deadly 
blow to tl.^ hopes of the Black 
Hand, 
for they had 
counted on 
intimidating 
him. 


All 
witnesses 
are 
not 
so hard 
to 
frighten. 
There were others on whose 
testimony we had built 
opes, but who 
failed us. 
Some could not even brave 
the hateful glaring of the sixteen eyes 
from, the prisoners' box. 


New 
York 
police courts 
have 
seen 
many other cases of the omertà. 
In the 
winter of 1907 Salvatore Siatti, a boy 
eleven years old, was kidnapped, and his 
father was told to pay a certain amount 
of money by a stated time or the child 
would be killed. Secret Service men who 
had gained admittance to the councils of 
the Black 
Hand—some of 
those 
men 
whose 
names 
I 
must 
so 
sedulously 
guard—furnished 
evidence 
which 
re- 
sulted in the arrest of Pietro Pampani- 
ella, Ignacio Leonardo and Mimi 
San 
Filipo. 


Rosina Martinese, a woman close to 
the leaders of the band, Avas led into 
making a conf&ssion which 
implicated 
all three of the prisoners. 


Leonardo was told of this and to save 
his own skin consented to turn State's 
evidence, confess his own share in the 
kidnapping and send his companions to 
prison. 
While 
Leonardo 
was on 
the 
witness stand Pampaniella sat leaning 
slightly forward, his hands clasped, el- 
bows resting on a table and chin propped 
in hands. 
Scarcely had the witness ut- 
tered the first words of hie, testimony 
when Judge 
O'SuIlivan 
and 
Assistant 
District Attorney O'Connor saw 
Pam- 
paniella, without change of facial ex- 
pression and without an unnecessary mo^- 
tion, crook the index finger of his right 
h a n d and for scarcely a fraction of a 
second grip it between his teeth. 
F e w in 
the court room saw the action. 
These 
who did probably gave it no thought. 
I t 
was as though the strand of a cobweb 
had blown across his lips and he was 
brushing 
it 
away. 
O ^ 
those 
who 
chanced to be looking into Panpaniella's 
eyes 
caught 
there 
ah 
expression 
of 
ferocity.

Then she became hysterical and w a s 
carried o u t 


The witness paled, tottered i'o his feet 
and sank to the floor, a huddled mass of 
senseless humanity. 
W h e n he was re- 
vived he swore that he knew nothing of 
the crime and that ho could tell abso- 
lutely nothing which woiild throw light 
on the kidnapping 
of the boy or 
the 
movements of the two other accused men. 


The 
trial 
was purposely 
allowed 
to 
drag for a few days until the excite- 
ment subsided 
and the other witnesses 
became reassured 
and 
recovered 
from 
the fright produced by the dramatic epi- 
sode. 


Rosina Martinese, the woman who had 
really caused 
Leonardo's proposed con- 
fession, was escorted to the court by a 
number of policemen. 
Every effort was 
made t:o give her a feeling of safety and 
security. 
The la.c statement she made 
before taking tl e stand was that she did 
not fear the Black Hand and that she 
would tell her story from start to finish. 


The first part of the testimony involved 
only minor details and referred to un- 
important 
members 
o- the 
band 
who 
were not guilty of the actual kidnapping. 
At last in answering questions she told 
of a man, whom she did not name, who 
had literally stolen the child. Salvato:-e 
Siatti. 


"Who was this man?" asked Assistant 
District Attorney O'Connor. 


A name was on the lips of 
Rosina 
Martinese. 
Suddenly 
her eyes 
bulged. 
Mimi 
San 
Filipo 
had 
leaned 
forward 
and drawn his fingers across Ms throat. 
Rosina Martinese faltered. 
H e r voice 
died away in a feeble quaver. 


With an effort she collected herself. 
One hand 
wildly clutched- her 
t h r o a t 
H e r breath came in shaken sobs, but it 
w a s too late to recede, she t h o u g h t 
Her 
one hope now was to send to prison the 
men who sought to take her life. 


As she w a s about to proceed with her 
testimony there was a loud hissing sound 
f r o m the middle of the court room. 
All 
eyes turned for an instant toward 
the 
point from which the sound seemed to 
come. 
In that moment Secret Service 
men saw a Sicilian among the specta- 
tors make the dreaded sign Avhich spelled 
death to those who knew i t 


Rosina's knees smote together. 
She 
staggered 
backward 
and 
would 
have 
fallen but court attendants supported her 
and led her away. 


"By the merciful God in heaven!" she 
shrieked, "I swear I do not know about 
this man. 
By the sacred grave of my 
mother I vow I know nothing of 
the 
matter. 
I know nothing and can 
tell 
nothing. I swear it! I swear it!" 


Women 
in 
the 
court 
room 
became 
hysterical. 
Men turned pale, and 
there 
was a dramatic silence, which 
seemed 
tlie more 
deathlike 
a f t e r 
the 
violent 
scena which had just been enacted. 


As for Rosina Martinese, she was in a 
stupor of terror. 
At the slightest sound 
she cowered and started about wildly. To 
all questions, entreaties, threats, she re- 
plied, dazedly :— 


" I do not know. 
I do not,know. 
By 
the sacred grave of my mother I swear 
it! I do not kno'w." 


Her valuable testimony was lost to the 
State because Oii the dreaded omertà, one 
of the most powerful weapons of 
the 
Black Hand. 


Many letters had been received threat- 
ening the lives not only of the judge, the 
profiecuting attorney and myself, hut of 
many of the witnesses. 
Of course, these 
letters were regarded for the most part 
as mere threats which would never be 
carried out. and which were »ent -with 


the intent of sealing in fright the Hps 
of the emotional Italians, but my men— 
again those invaluable men of mystery 
who are enrolled in the highest councils 
of the Black Hsnd—^brought me news oi 
serious attempts to murder witnesses. 


Officials of the government and of the 
police were offered large sums of mOBiey 
to contrive matters so that Comito wmild 
be for only a few minutes accessible to 
the agents of the society. 
I myself oould 
have made a comfortable sum by letting 
the case be won by the defence. 


One night when the court room Was 
cleared of principals and spectators a 
score or more of ball cartridges 
were 
found scattered ov6r the floor under the 
seats occupied by spectators and 
wit- 
nesses. 
This was, of course, a warning 
that death awaited those who testified 
against 
the 
prisoners. 
It 
frightened 
many of them, but it did not seriously 
affect the case. 


On certain days the witnesses went to 
the Marshal's office for their fee when 
court was ad.iourned. 
In this office was 
a large divan for the comfort of wit- 
nesses fatigued from a trying ordejil on 
the stand. 
This room was as carefully 
guarded as all the others which 
were 
used in any capacity in connection with 
the trial. 


One evening a witness, a man whose 
name I do not recall, stepped into the 
room ahea l of the others. 
Suddenly ha 
uttered an exclamation of fright in Ital- 
ian. Involuntarily throwing up his hands 
he started 
back against 
those 
behind 
him. 
Several pushed by him to enter 
the room, muttering against his strange 
action. 
The next m a n to pass through 
the doorway staggered back, pale and 
trembling. 
Those who could not see into 
the room pressed forward for a time, but 
as the terror of those in front took hold 
of them they fell iuto a panic and rushed 
into the corridor. 


Secret Service meu pushed their way 
into the marshal's office. On the divan 
lay a glittering stiletto. 
Its keén, highly 
polished blade, double edged, was seven 
inches long. The handle was ivory, inlaid 
with gold. 


There 
it 
lay, 
an 
inanimate 
object, 
placed on the divan by the hand of man, 
yet 
the most 
terrible of 
supernatural 
phenomena oould not have struck mor« 
terror to the hearts of our Italian wit* 
nesses. 


When all the testimony 
was in th* 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty on 
two of the six charges made against th« 
counterfeiters. 
The case was appealed, 
but the Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
the verdict of Judge Ray's court 
Tha 
nature of the case is very briefly sum- 
marized in a brief sent to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. It reads in part:— 


"The record presents a counterfeiting 
scheme of very large magnitude. It is a 
fact, of which this Court will take judi- 
cial note, that in this case we have the 
most extensive criminal enterprise that 
has been before the Court for years. The 
pursuit of such an enterprise involv«g 
stealth and the utmost discretion ; it also 
necessarily involves the participation of 
a number of co-workers. 
Of coursé, the 
different participants perform different 
functions. Some must do the mechanical 
labor of engraving and printing, othen 
must market the illicit money and be- 
hind these are the guiding leaders in the 
enterprise. 
By the very fact of their 
leadership they are most removed from 
the mere physical acts of counterfeiting: 
and thus safeguard themselves from im- 
mediate contact therewith."

;hing, htiman or inanimate, which may 
/umblc from a raft. At times our boats 
scraped against the scaly creatures, and 
t:he natives drew together far from the 
sides, gibbering in whispers and turning 
IIS líale as their tawny skins would allow. 


This coiintry is practically uninhabited, 
being visited from time to time by wan- 
dering tribes of Indians. 
It is made a 
veritable hell by mosquitoes, tarantulas, 
finacoudas and poisonous snakes, and 
tn.banos, wliich are large flies, whose 
bites cause intGn.se pain. 


Atout fortj' miles south of San Jos6 
we established a supply depot for the 
return joui-uey and pushed on to tile 
town of Calamar, on the Ilio Unilla. 
This part of the journey -was made on 
inuleback • through 
swampy 
country 
covered 
with 
forests somewhat 
like 
those found on the lower Mississippi. 
The most common form of life encoun- 
tered 
were 
snakes; 
many 
of 
them 
poisonous. The pudro oro •wa.s the most 
tTeadly. 
Its bite causes almost instant 
death, and Tve killed one whicli was 
five feet long. 


The climate itself was deadly. 
The 
mercury stood at lOO throue,lr^ Mm 
iajr iind dropped siid^uly to 72 at night. 


Stran,gel,v enough, this country, So 
abundant in vegetable life, -^vas almost 
barren of animals. 
There "svas prac- 
tically no game. 
No parrots cried rau- 
cfjusly at us as we scrambled over the 
tangled barriers of the jungle, and no 
monkeys chattcred 
overhead; but of 
mosquitoes, ticks and biting ants there 
Avere plenty, and they made life miser- 
able. 


Once over the hill barrier we -u-orked 
further south, hewing our way through 
the jungle with machetes. 
I use "hew- 
ing our way" literally, for at times we 
were obli,gcd to hack through tangled 
creepers at every step, and we consid- 
ered throe miles a fair progress for a 
day. 


By November fever, ulcer and m^iaria 
began to make inroads on the ^health 
of our men. 
Even tlie Indians were 
not immune, and I suggested that we 
send §ixteen of them back. 
Accord- 
ingly we pushed on with twelve men. 
The others were provisioned and it was 
agreed that some should retreat to tlie 
Mesaya River, others were to establish 
a station midway and the rest were to 
remain at the point where we sepa- 
rated. 


Witli sis Indians and six white men, 


including Calderón, our chief cauchero, 
wo pushed onward again through dense 
forests and swamps where the damp- 
ness and heat fairly stifled us and in- 
spired us with gloom at times as dark 
as the nights under the interlocking 
boughs 
through "vvhich the moonligtt 
never filtered. 


We were wading through a swamp, 
muck and water to our waists. Suddenly 
one of our men shrieked. 
For a few 
steps /he staggered crazily, then pulled 
himself together and scrambled up the 
bank. 
We rushed to his side and in a 
few seconds saw 
that 
he had betín 
wounded by a raya, a poisonous ray 
fish. With surprising rapidity the wound 
festered, and an ulcer formed. The vic- 
tim screamed in pain and, raving, im- 
plored us to shoot him. 
Dr. Jamarillo 
and myself administered 
three-quarter 
grain doses of morphine, cutaneous in- 
jection« of cocaine and three doses of 
hyacinth, but the poor fellow obtained 
no relief. It was two months befoxe he 
recovered. 


Another of our men was liitteri by a 
snake and suffered untold agony. Jaguars 
followed us in the jungle, and at night 
we could see their fire-like eyes glaring 
at us as the camp fires died. 
As the 
sun sank eadi night a miasmatic mist 
rose like a wraith trom the swamp afad 
the unhealthy moisture permeated every-

the noises c¿ wild creatures. 
Against 
tíie background of the croaking of frogs 
and toads, jaguars yelled and animals 
which we never saw cried weirdly. 
It 
was here I made the acquaintance of the 
telegraph toad, which sends a regular 
make-and-break JSIorse code signal to his 
mate. 
Then there was the wing-beat 
frog, which makes a sound like the 
muffled roar of a swan flying. 


We camped one evening in > the midst 
of the jungle, for the first time in many 
nights on dry ground. Just at. sunset 
there came to us a sound like the clear, 
soft chiming of an ángelus. The white 
men of the party, devout Catholics, and 
even some of the Indians, shook with 
terror and, crossing themselves, declared 
that death .must be stalking near." One 
of the men who was delirious from ferer 
cried:— 


"Señores, 'tis the death bell! 
I have 
heard it before! All of us are doomed !" 


Of course Di\ Jamarillo and myself 


did not believe this, hut it gave ,us a 
thing. The night was made, hideous by strange feeling, this eerie, peaceful, sound 


in the midst of a tropical hell of vege- 
tation, where wo knew no other human 
beings could be alive, and izealized that 
our own lives hung by the most slender 
of threads. Before the night Avas over 
we^discovcred that the sound was made 
by a bird somewhat resembling a jay. 


Every day we dosed ourselves and our 
men with quinine, consuming from eleven 
to fifty grains a week. 
This was to 
ward off fever and malaria, and I soon 
discovered that up to thirty-five grains 
there was no effect on malarial symp- 
toms and to be effective seventy-five 
grains were necessary. 


For 
days 
we 
noticed 
disaffection 
among the native porters. They became 
surly and unwilling, and the spirit of 
unrest rapidly spread from the Indians 
to the white men. Dr. Jamarillo and 
myself, slept with our revolvers buckled 
to our sides and our rifles within eacy 
reach,' ready for any emergency. 


At last we came upon a wide river, 
flowing in majestic curves through ri 
dense jungle. 
To our delight "we dlir 


covered that we had reached the Ajaju 
close to its source. 
This was our defi- 
nite goal. 


Here we made observations for lati- 
tude and longitude, christened the place 
Puerto Mercedes, and loft; records under 
trees. 
jVfter resting a day or more, we 
decided to retreat to our camp on the 
Mesaya River. 
There -«'as no game in 
this part of the country, and wo had no 
food c.vcepting some fish froni the river 
and a few scrawny monkeys that we 
managed to kill. 


It was hard to force one's self to eat 
monkey at first, but hunger will make 
any 
dish palatable, 
and 
before we 
reached Avhitc men's country we lived 
on far more nauseating food. 


Day by day we expected and listened 
for gunshot signals from the men who 
had gone back for provisions. 
liach 
night we climbed to some high point 
and scanned the sky for smoke from 
their supper fires. 
In the morning we 
did the same, but there was no" sign 
of human activity. 


Weak from hunger, we at last were 
obliged to strike hack for the camp 
where 
our 
party 
had 
brofeen 
up.. 
Through the jungle we cut ouv :wat, 


living on a few bits of biscuit a da^.. 
though our legs hterally wobbled from 
weakness. In tlie hilly country through 
which we had come at the cost of so 
much labor our 'plight became worses. 
Not an ounce of decent food remained. 
We scratched up roots and ate them. 
Some cickened ns and it was only by 
bitter experience that we learned which 
were edible and Avhich were not 
It 
wag the same with wild fruits, and oc- 
casionally we found that certain palm 
tips were tender and juicy. 


After passing through a particularly 
fruitless tract, one night we found our- 
selves supperless. 
One of the men was 
digging for roots when he turned up a 
large, whitish worm- 
The man was 
famished. 
He snatched the thing jtip 
and ate it. 
It sounds horrible, but Tire 
were hungry; hungry in a way the min 
in civilization never knows. It gives lixe 
a feeling of revulsion to ^ink of it 
novv, but we all fell to digging ai!id 
we made a feast that night of whitikh 
worms. 
After all it is not much dif- 
ferent from (fitting in a fasbioaalfle 
rfestaurant with an orchestra, playiir 
and ^ftting enaiht, Itrliieh 
a deUcacj..

Avith respectful insistence they 
refused

to 
regard

servatism of their day as being a rule 
of faith or jiraetice for themselves; 
in 
like 
manner 
Mr. 
Sunday, 
tuuler 
the 
gui(hnice tjf the Spirit of Hod, blazes a 
])athway all his own. 


No one would ever think of measuring 
one of the Old Testament ])roj>hets by a 
given standard. 
Those men of ohl sud- 
denly ajipeared on the scene as flaming 
evangels. 
They made no a])ologj^ or ex- 
cuse for their presence, and it mattered 
little 
to 
them 
whether 
their 
message 
pleased or dis]ileasd. 
It was theirs to 
"¡ireach the ])reaeliing" (iod gave 
them 
and tlu-ii to disa[)|iear from the scene. 


God is doing 
strange 
things 
these 
days. 
Quite recently lie went into 
the 
heart of Central Africa and put his hand 
on a man 
who .had 
been 
there 
for 
twenty-five years, and said to him: 
"f 
w a n t you 
to go back to America 
and 
tell the college and university men t h a t 
my word is true, and that the Ood of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob still lives. 
1 
want you to go to Boston and tell the 
people who pray, 'O CKKI, if tliere be a 
Cod, save my soul, if T have a soul,' that 
I sit in the heavens, and am equal to the 
task." 
And the college and 
university 
men are listening to the message of Dan 
Crawford, and saying, " I t is true." 


In like manner God has taken notice 
of America'.^ national game and found 
a man on the diamond always at the 
post of duty, quickly responding to every 
Avord that came from the captain of the 
team, and in that way making a suc- 
cess of himself, as well as bringing vic- 
tory to his team, and said to him: 
"1 
can use you on a bigger 
field." 
And 
today 
we 
have 
"Billy" 
Sunday, 
the 
baseball player, unmindful of either the 
commendation 
or condemnation of 
the 
onlookers, respecting to what lie believes 
to be every wish of his Divine Captain. 


ilr. 
Sunday 
uses Avhat some 
people 
call "slang" more effectually than 
any 
man I ever heard. 
He dares to say in 
the open what some say in secret. There 
are some who keep their "slang" bottled 
up, and on jirivate occasions bring out 
and uncork their most select brands. 


This is not so with Mr. Sunday. 
The 
best and the worst of his "slang" is used 
in public. 


I lived with j\Ir. 
Sunday 
for 
two 
months; was in his company every day; 
sat a t the table Avith him; Avas in his 
private room; 
rode 
in 
the auto 
with 
him, and not once did I hear a word 
escape his lips that you would not be 
Avilling to liavc the most sensitive girl 
listen to. 


If culture is the acquisition of knowl- 
edge 
plus 
the 
ability to impart it to 
others and then transmute it into every- 
day living, then Mr. Sunday is one of 
the most cultured Christian gentlemen 
I know of.

Bible 
classes are held in many of the oHice 
buildings. 


Hundreds of prayer circles are started 
before IMr. Sunday arriA'es in the citv. 
Those 
are contin^ied 
all 
through 
the 
campaign. 
Large Bible classes are held. 
DraAving room and parlor meetings 
in 
the homes of the Avealthy p(%ple are held 
almost every day. 
In Pittsburg a spe- 
cial Avork among 
the men^nd boys Avas 
inaugurated. 
. Mr. Sunday endeavors .to reach every 
class in the city in Avhicli he is conduct- 
ing a campaign. 
The moment the party 
arrives in the city plans are set in op- 
eration to reach the men and Avomen in

forward

friend of his and yielded his life to the 
I.ord Jesus.

was ill an elevator in the I'armers' Bank 
building, and overheard one man .saying 
to another: 
"Well, I hear you 
struck 
the trail." 
Ti'e man responded bv say- 
ing: 
"Yes, and 
it is the best thing I 
ever did." 
The gentleman who was with 
me. Avho Avas 
AVCII acquainted in Pitts- 
burg, told me Avhen Ave got out of the 
elevator that those men Avere tAvo of the 
leading business men of the city—one of 
them, the man Avho had struck the trail, 
a Aveal^hy banker. 


Anothej- interesting incident Avas that 
of a man 
AVIIO came up to me just be- 
fore I left Pittsburg and said: 
"Well, 
I Avant to Avish you good-bye. 
God has 
been very good to ine 
in

fcAv Aveek's. " 
On making inquiry, he 
told me that his name Avas Clark, and 
that for eigliteeii years he had been the 
organizer 
for 
thè 
Allegheny

Liquor Dealers' association; and that he 
had had much to do Avith the National 
Liquor Dealers' Journal. 


He told me that as a result of 
Mr. 
Sunday's preaching he had resigned his 
position, severed all connection 
A v i t h the 
liquor men, and Avas noAv A v i l l i n g as a 
Christian man to seek an honest posi-

This same dentist Avas one of 
our

workers 
throughout the AvhoIe campaign. 


The day before I left Pittsburg, as I 
Avas crossing the street a policeman Avho 
w a s regulating the traffic called me back 
and said: 
"When you see Mr. Sunday, 
giA'c hirn my love and tell him I pray 
for him night and day." 


A wealthy society lady whose life was 
completely changed, instead of spending 
her tijiie in the empty frivolities of so- 
ciety .'^is teaching a young business wom- 
en's class in one of the office buildings 
of the city, three times a week. This 
cías» i}he ha» gathered herself. 


One of the most 
telling products of 
-Mr.' Sunday's meeting is the

Art ID every country tiourisiies along 
with 
material 
wealth. 
Art 
flourished 
in Greece and Rome when the wealth of 
the world was pouring into those nations. 
In 
Italy 
Raphael, 
I^eonardo 
and 
Michael Angelo fJotiri.shed in a rich mer- 
cantile 
society 
when 
patricians 
and 
churchmen had t'ae means to encourage 
painting. 
llie 
Dutch 
and 
Flemish 
schools flourished while the ships of the 
Low Countries swept the seas, gathering 
riches 
for 
the 
burghers, 
and 
Spain 
produced her great painters only after 
a golden stream of wealth was poured 
into her lap from the Nov/ Woi'ld. Like- 
wise, art began to flourish in Mexico 
whea the prolific mines of the Cordil- 
leras made a largo leisure class possible. 
This class was the clergy and its opu- 
lent donors, whose ideals were shaped 
by clerical influence.

religious stamp upon 
art. 
Valued pictures in the Old World were 
bought with Mexican gold and

Mexico, and a few, along with the works 
of early Mexican masters, are now in the 
Academy of Fine Arts in Mexico City.

speculators bought manj- of these works 
and sent tiiom back to Europe. 
This 
moveuKMit was so strong that in lS(->4. 
vshen expei'ts examined more than two 
thousand pictures stored by the govern-

very 
few 
works 
of 
fc'reign oriuin were found. 
Most of them 
wore by that extensive school of native 
artisis that sprang up following the im- 
prirtation of masterpieces from Spain. 


One of the pictur(\s that stayefl in 
M(>xicr, and ai'ti^d as an inspiration to 
Mexican paintoj-s is "l^he lOntombmont," 
by 'J'itian, at Michiocan, the gift to the 
Chnri-h of Philip IT. 
Mr. F. ITopkinson 
Sinith. who visited this ])ic(nre, writes:— 
"More tlian three hundrod years have 
elapsed sinie tiin gvi^)t master touched 
it. and yet one is deluded into the belief 
that it was pnint'-'d yesterday, so fresh, 
pure and I'ich is the co'oi-.

In the decades following 1020, when 
religious temples v,-ere everywhere rising 
tinder the supervision of zealous friars, 
when ?.Iexico was ricih and well governed, 
the demand for pictures of religious sub- 
.lects far exceeded the supply, and then 
it wa.s that the native artist came for- 
ward. 
The production of art continued J 
in cxisteiicc for more than two hundred 
\-ears. and only ceased to be prolific when 
th.1 throes of revolution convulsed the 
country at the beginning of the last 
century. 


The first picture.^ painted in the New 
"World were by Rodrigo de Cifuentes, 
who was born at Cordova in 1493 and 
folhnved Cortcz to New Spain in 152.3. 
lie painted the great leader's 
portrait 
and many portraits of ecclesiastics, and 
for the I?"'ranciscans at Tehuantepec he 
painted his masterpiece, "The Baptism 
of Maxiscatlin." 


It was not until the early years of the 
seventeenth century, however, that the 
history of Mexican art takes a definite 
form, vv-hen a series of busy artists began 
to 
turn 
out 
thousands 
of 
canvases, 
panels and plates of copper covered with 
compositions. 


While Velasquez, bom in 1599, was 
painting his masterpieces in Spain, the 
eminent Mexican painters, Echave the 
elder and Arteaga, were executing glow- 
ing works in the New World. 
A little , 
later, when Murillo was painting, José 
Juarez, his Mexican rival, was delight- 
ing piotis souls with the embodiment of 
his ideals of saints. 
Finally, after a 
period of decline, when 
Goya 
revived 
Spanish art into fitful brilliancy in the 
middle years of the eighteenth ' century, 
.Mexican art hurst 
into an 
unwonted 
glow when Ibarra and Cabrera sent forth 
their beautiful works to adorn her altars 
and conservatories. These two men were 
contemporaries of the English Colonial 
artists, Copley and West, founders of 
the American school. 
As the vigorous 
American school developed, Mexican art 
expired amid the obscurity of nameless 
daubsters. 


Many of these early Mexican artists 
had romantic careers, and cultured Mex- 
icans like to toll their stories. 
Echavet 
the most notable of the founders of Mexi- 
can painting, was a Valencian artist, 
hfid as a co-worker "La Sumaya," his 
wife, 
who 
painted 
the 
famous 
Si. 
Sebastian 
in the Mexican 
Cathedral. 
She was her husband's first art in- 
structor. 
The first native born artist 
was Telpochtepico, a Tarascan Indian, 
who doubtless inherited his talent from 
ancestors who, before the coming of the 
Spaniards, 
produced 
exquisite 
mosaic 
pictures formed from the uiany-tinted 
hummingbird feathers. 
Correa produced 
a series of works representing 
"The 
history of the human heart deformed by 
sin and 
reeenerated 
by relision 
and 
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virtue." 
Ibarra was called from the 
richness of his color the Murillo of New 
Spain. 
Two of his pictures, 
"Woman 
of 
Samaria" 
and 
"Wo.men 
Taken 
in 
Adultery," are valued 
masterpieces of 
the 
I^Ie.xican 
National 
Academy, 
and 
eleven compositions are in the Puebla 
Cathedral. 


Ranking as the greatest of all Mexi- 
can artists is Miguel Cabrera, a Zapo- 
teca Indian, wl«;) during the years fol- 
lowing 1750 furnished the walls of the 
cloisters and churches of tho capital and 
other cities of New Spain with a vast 
number of admirable works. 
No other 
painter of jSiexico has covered 
larger 
canvases. 
At the same time many of 
his small pictures on copper, wood and 
canvas arc of superior excellence. 
His 
style is peculiar 
to himself 
and 
his 
epoch. 
It 
is 
light, 
facile, 
without 
laboriotis finish, and his colors, thinly 
spread upon the canvas, are strikingly 
]uminoii.'=. 
His masterpiece, known 
as 
"The Virgin 
of 
tlio Apocalypse," 
his 
"Bernard and Anselra" and a self-por- 
trait 
are in the 
National 
Gallery 
in 
Mexico City. 


This painter published a book in 1756 
devoted 
to showing 
that 
the 
famous 
picture of tho Virgin of Guadalupe was 
painted neither in water colors nor in 
oil, nor in any other manner artificial 
or human. 
This miraculous production 
appeared on the mantle of the Indian 
Juan 
Diego in 1531. 
The 
following 
year it was placed in a shrine, and in 
due season transferred to a magnificent 
church, where a silver altar railing and 
rich ornaments of gold added to the 
grander architectural 
attractions. 
The 
miracle was confirmed by the Congre- 
gation of Rites at Rome in 1754. 
The 
painting represents the Virgin standing 
with the right foot on a crescent moon, 
supported by a cherub with wings out- 
spread. 
Her hands are clasped upon her 
breast. 
A rose colored tunic, richly em- 
broidered, covers her form, and a girdle 
of velvet clasps her waist. 
The blue 
mantle, decorated, with stars, partially 
covers the head, upon which rests a 
golden crown wuth ten points or rays. 


At a meeting of artists in Mexico, in 
1751, Cabrera was selected to paint a 
copy of this sacred work for Pope Bene- 
dict XIV. 
In his work on the subject 
the artist says that despite the fact that 
the picture is on a coarse native cloth, 
manufactured 
from 
the 
fibre of 
the 
agave, "the countenance is so exquisitely 
beautiful iu every feature that no one 
could deny on seeing it that it is a super- 
natural 
work." 
It 
is 
magnificently 
framed and preserved under glass in a 
church built upon the spot where the 
miracle occurred. 


Mexico has made a serious effort to 
keep together and preserve these monu- 
ments of past intellectual activity which 
nations in the throes of political changes 
so often allow to perish. 
The present 
National Academy of Fine Arts origin- 
ated in an engraving school established 
at the mint by . a royal order of Charles 
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III. in 1778. 
It now occupies a large 
structure near the centre of the capital, 
in which one may study Mexican art in 
its best phases. 
In addition to tho many 
works by native masters, it is onriched 
by 
beautiful 
examples 
of 
Velasquez, 
Murillo, 
Leonardo, 
Guido 
R-eni, 
Van 
Dyke, 
Rubens, 
Spagnoletto, 
Vaccara, 
Gtiercino and Zurbaran. In the National 
jMuseum ma.y be found a collection of 
portraits, formerly in the halls of the Na- 
tional Palace, of the sixty-two viceroys 
that governed New Spain, beginning with 
Mondoza, in 1535, and ending in 1821 
with Juan OTJonoju, who, judging from 
his name, may have had Irish ancestors. 
Portraits of all the Mexican archbishops 
are preserved in the cathedral. 


A 
blight 
was 
placed 
on 
Mexican 
plastic arts at the very beginning. 
An 
ordinance 
promulgated 
in 
1527 
pro- 
hibited workers in the precious metals, 
under pain of death, 
from exercising 
their calling in Now Spain. 
Tho rulers 
of Spain wanted 
the virgin gold and 
silver to pour into their own laps, 
Mex- 
ican writers lament this as one of the 
severest blows ever aimed at domestic 
culture. 


Mexico 
has 
produced 
but 
few 
sculptors, the best known being Manuel 
Tulsa, who modelled the imposing eques- 
trian statue of Charles IV-, now stand- 
ing in the eastern entrance of the Grand 
Paseo, 
leading 
to Chapultepec. 
This 
figure, which will alwa.vs be noteworthy 
as the first important work in bronze 
.produced in America, was cast in 1S02. 
It weighs nearly thirty tons, and the 
horse 
and 
rider 
are 
together 
nearly 
fifteen feet, nine inches high. 


The finest piece of sculpture executed 
by a Mexican artist 
however, is de- 
clared to be the monument to Benito 
Juarez, "the second Washington" of his 
cotmtry, the first having been old Padre 
Hidalgo. 
The 
monument, 
by 
the 
brothers Yslas. is in the Panteon de San 
L'ernando. 
The effigy of Juarez, 
in 
marble, very* realistically modelled, lies 
upon a mausoleum and a fine flying 
figure of fame bends over him. 


Artists have continued 
to paint in 
Mexico, but the unanimous testimony of 
travellers is that the early work is very 
much better than • the modem—so ^much 


so that there circulatos a saying to the 
effect that "the founding of an academy 
of fino arts iu Mexico was tho - death 
blow to Mexican art. Similar statements 
have been made in other countries. 


In the galleries of the jNIcxican Na- 
tional Academy, whore hang the best 
examples of modern native art, are many 
pictures that would command attention 
anywhere. 
Three of the best are the 
"Job" of Conzalo Carrasco, the "]\Iar- 
garete" of I'Vlipo Ocadiz and the "Gali- 
leo" of Felix Para. 
The technical quali- 
ties of these paintings vergo tow^ard thin- 
ness and darkness in the shadows. 
In 
the "Galileo," which is a large canvas, 
the old astronomer is demonstrating his 
theories on a globe, a monk listening 
sceptically. 
Another painting by Para, 
"Las Casas," is pronounced one of the 
greatest works of art ever produced by 
Mexico. 
Hie good monk stands in the 
doorway of an Aztec temple, his arms 
crossed, holding a crucifix and looking 
upward in unavailing protest, while a 
nearby naked Indian, a victim of Span- 
ish cruelty, lies dead at his feet and an 
Indian woman, kneeling, clasps his knees 
in mute appeal. 
Another notable picture' 
is "Cardinal Romano," by Luis Monroy. 


At the World's Columbian Exposition, 
held in Chicago in 1893, Mexico had a 
large 
exhibition 
of 
niodorir 
painting 
and sculpture. 
Tho sculpture 
exhibit 
consisted of a dozen busts and a bronze 
group, 
"A 
Mockery 
of 
Cupid," 
by 
Gabriel Guerra. 
Sculpture has suffered 
for lack of popular appreciation, there 
being an almost tot.al lack of. enlightened 
patrons, no government commissions, ex- 
cept 
an 
occasional 
portrait, 
and 
no 
sculpture in the best Mexican homes. 


"Episode of the Founding of thrr City 
of Mexico," by José Jara, may be taken 
as a typical example of the eighty paint- 
ings in the exhibit. 
There is a sober 
conception of the subject and plenty of 
careful drawing nnd modellingj bur the 
work is executed almost without im- 
pasto, smooth and not always pleasant 
in color. 
More than twenty landscapes 
were shown by Jos6 Velasco. 


Mexico, had its art before the time of 
Columbus. 
Remarkablfi 
terra 
cotta 
heads have been fojintl by thousands in 
the Burface soil in the valley of Mexico.. 


They aro often modelled with much skill 
and many of them were undoubtedly in- 
tcjided for portraits. 


Cortez, in one of his letters to Charles 
A'., bears testimony to the singular ar- 
tistic aptit.ido and skill of the native 
]\[exicanK, from whom more than nine- 
tenths of the population of modern Mexi- 
co are descended. 
He says :—"All which 
the earth and ocean produce of M-hich 
King INIontezuma could have any knowl- 
edge, he had caused to be imitated in 
gold, 
silver 
and ' precious 
stones 
and 
feathers and the whole in such great 
perfection that one could not help be- 
lieving he saw the very objects repre- 
sented." 


So it was that the native ptipils of the 
schools established at the capital made 
rapid progress. 
Eleven years after the 
conquest^ those native pupils excited the 
approbation of the Friar ]Motolinia, who 
gives them prai.sc for the brevity of the 
training required to develop the capacity 
to make facsimiles of elaborate manu- 
scripts and to produce copies of draw- 
ings and 
illuminations 
that were 
re- 
ceived in Spain with many tokens of 
admiration. 


In fact, a number of codices preserved 
in 
English 
and 
Continental 
libraries 
furni.sh ample evidence of the patience 
and artistic training of the pre-Colum- 
bian scribes, or illuminators. 
Some of 
these, folded !iko long maps and drawn 
in brilliant colors with a bold hand on 
stag skins especially tanned and 
pre- 
pared with a white surface, present a 
system, of picture writing that appears 
to have been approaching its phonetic 
stage. 


So ingenious were the Aztec workmen 
at the time of the conquest that no 
Spanish 
artisan 
could 
conceal 
his 
methods. 
An immigrant weaver sought 
to levy high prices on the friars, but 
pious natives watched him secretly and 
presently came to the brethren, bringing 
a supply of both, cloth and ready made 
robes, ali ot theii own production.

that they were adorned on one side with 
holy images and placed on the Christian 
altars. 


Ancient Mexican ornamentation began 
with strict geometric character in thé 
mats, which turned in curves in the ap- 
plication of ceramics. 
The colors the 
Aztecs applied 
to ceramics were 
as 
severe as the six made use of by the 
Egyptians—black, 
white, 
rod, 
yellow, 
green and blue. 
For fixing the colors 
they 
applied a unique 
method. 
The 
vases were modelled and fired, then a 
slight covering of clay was placed on the 
top, and on that covering the drawings 
were made, just as sarvings may be exe^ 
cuted on wood. 
As the covering on the 
surface was soft and the bottom was 
hard tb.e drawing had to remain hollow, 
and then it was filled with colors in a 
cold condition after having been taken 
from the oven. 


The principal characteristic of ancient 
IMoxifaii ornamentation consisted in the 
numi'rous comoiniitious of straight and 
curved lip.es. They are not at all similar 
to anything f( und in Egypt, but some- 
times have a ros-mblanc.? to the aesthetic 
form 
of 
anciont 
Grecian 
art. 
They 
never 
lack 
originality 
and 
national 
char.ncteristics.

Reindeer in Our Alaska. 


Officials of the Alaska Division of the 
United 
.Bureau 
of 
Education 
g-ave 
em- 
phatic denial to a recently published state- 
m e n t that tlie reindeer in Alaska are "de- 
terioracing 
and 
diminishing." 
They 
de- 
clare that, on the contrary, the .A.laskan 
reindeer aro constantly increasing in n u m - 
ber a n d t h a t there has been no deterior- 
ation. 


The recently completed tabulation of the 
returns contained in the annual reports ol 
the superinten.lents 
of the herds 
showa 
that there were, 
.Tune 30. 1913. 47,2(^6 rein- 
deer in tho sixty-two Alaskan herds, or 
a net increase of twenty-three per cent 
during tho fiscal year. 
This is considered 
fair rate of increase, 
especially 
since 
nearly 5,CC0 reindeer were killed for food 
and skins during the year. 


Only 3,853 of the reindeer are ow-ned by 
the government, 5,017 are owned by mis- 
sions. 7,83-1 by Lapps and the 
remaining 
30,532 are owned by 797 Eskimos and In- 
dians, whoso income from the leindeer in- 
dustry during the fiscal j-ear was $66,366. 
The reindeer belonging to these endeavor- 
ing natives have an estimated value 
ol 
$763,300. 


The government is to go out of the rein- 
deer business a s fast as it can train na- 
tives for individual ownership, the policy 
being to encourage independence and in- 
itiative among the native population. 
Dis- 
tribution of reindeer Is in charge of the 
United States School of Teachers, and It is 
expected that the government will dispose 
of all its reindeer within the next four 
years. 


Discussing the statement that the Alaska 
reindeer are growing smaller because of 
inbreeding, Mr. W. T. Lopp, Chief of the 
Alaska Division, maintains that the rein- 
deer now in Alaska are 
larger 
than those which comprised the original 
stock imported from Siberia.

numbers.

muscovies 
are easily frightened and very 'good 
flyers; 
they 
fly 
into 
trees 
when 
alarmed 
and remain 
there for

concealment. 
They 
some- 
times build their nests In branches of 
trees, and also in hollows near water. 


Muscovy ducks aré very unsatisfac- 
tory birds to keep on the farm with 
other poultry, owing to their quarrel- 
some and pugnacious natures. 
In the 
wild state, the males fight desperately, 


doing great harm to each other; 
this 
fighting, 
quarrelsome disposition * 
is inherited by the domestic duck. Th« 
temper of the drake is spoken of axi 
abominable; his persecution of other 
poultry is never ceasing, 
and ho 
Is 
credited 
with 
having 
attacked 
even 
children when his "dander was up". 
The flesh of the muscovy is considered 
very good w h e n they are young, and 
compares favorably with that of a n y 
other duck. 
They do not lay nearly 
so many eggs as the c o m m o n 
kinds. 
When raising these ducks their 'wincra 
must be clipped to keep them 
from 
flying. 


The head of the muscovy duck 
is 
rather long, and in the drake it is 
large, the top being covered with l o n f 
crest-like feathers, which rise and fall 
w h e n the bird is 
alarmed. 
The f a c e 
Is the most distinctive part of 
these 
ducks, the cheeks being naked, with a 
scarlet 
fleshy 
space around the eye»,

Had the collision oc- 
curred while this watoh was off duty a 
number of lives would probably have 
been lost. The Pretoria was loss dam- 
aged by the collision than the N«w 
York. SevoraJ of the plates at her bow 
were sprung and twisted. 


After the passengers hud been assured 


that they were in no danger they began 
to laugh and joke over the queer cos- 
tumes in which some of the travelers 
appeared on deck.

Prodding Up the Senate. 


' "Washington dispatches carry the information that 


the country is beginning to display a very marked im- 
patience with the senate, and that members of the upper 
house are in daily receipt of many letters complaining; of 
delay in carrying through the legislative program. They 
are hearing from home, and while such proceeding may 
smack of high treason in the view of the statesmen, its 
effect is apt to be distinctly salutary. Senatorial tradi- 
tion is silent as to any precedent whatever for this sort of 
criticism of its members, but if the statesmen are wise 
they will not fail to give serious heed to it, particularly in 
view of the fact that they will hereafter go directly to the 
people and not to state legislatures fbr re-election. 


There has been sharp contrast between the work of 


the senate and the house during the fourteen months that 
congress has been in practically continuous session. With 
a fixed and definite administration program before it, as 
certain of eventual onai'tment as anything in the world, 
the house has rushed its work through expeditiously. 
Then it has been compelled to mark time while awaiting 
the more deliberate movements-of the senate, which has 
an inherent antipathy against being either questioned, 
disturbed or hurried. The senate has always been that 
way. The value of the senate's work is not to bo under- 
estimated. It usually improves on the measures sent to it 
by the house, but it requires a tremendously long time to 
do it. In the Panama tolls bill, for example, forty-two set 
speeches were made after the measure came from commit- 
tee deliberation—which total was perhaps some forty in 
excess of the actual necessities of serious consideration. 


The temper of the country as reflected in letters now 


reaching Washington is that remaining legislation be 
handled definitely and promptly and that adjournment 
come without unnecessary delay. The senate will do well 
to take the hint. 


Despite repeated warnings, regardless of the "safety 


ftrst" cautionary notices, and in defiance of common good 
judgment, scores of men and boys in this city persist in 
clinging to street cars to supply power while they are rid- 
ing bicycles. It'must be admitted that most of them 
manage somehow to escape injury, but frequently one is 
compelled to pay the penalty by suffering accident. The 
practice is so thoroughly dangerous that it is amazing that, 
any person of normal mentality should tempt fate in that 
fashion.

Article No. 4 in a Series of Twelve by

Xothing is of greater importance in 


the care of the child, than daily bath- 
ing. 
Beginning at birth tin- tumpcra- 


turc of thi; water should be !>$ degrees 
F. 
After the tirst lew months the te.n- 


perature of the bath water shouM be 
gradually lowered until the child at one 
year of age is being bathed with water 
at a temperature of 7S or fill decrees K. 
(one should never depend on tho hand to 
tell the temperature of the water but 
should 
use

thermometer, i 
During 


the 
first 
three months a 
basin bath 


should be used. After this time the tub 
bath is preferable. Very j-oung children 
should not be kept in the water over 
three minutes. 


After the third or fourth month the 


tub bath may be given at night and a 
basin bath in the morning.

T'aa 
same effect is produced on the child by 
snonge ijaths as is found in the boy or 
man who goes in swimming or takes a 
shower bath and a rub following vigor- 
ous exercise. 
In illness accompanied by 


inrrense in temperature, makes the bath 
almost imperative. - Xo child is too ill 
to receive a sponge bath, unless some 
disease of the skin contra-indicates it. 
One sponge bath with the application of 
friction (no1: vigorous enough to injure 
the skin) is worth several bucketfuls oi 
fever medicine, to reduce high tempera- 
ture. The friction bath is also a very 
valuable stimulant when the tempera- 
ture is not elevated and the signs of de- 
pression are present.

High Postage Rates. 


Prior to 1846 the rate of postage on n 
letter for thirty miles was 6»4 cents; 
over thirty and under eighty miles, 10 
cents; over eighty and under 150 miles, 
12% cents; over 150 and under MO miles, 
18% cents; over 400 miles, 2."« cents. The 
rates were four times this figure if the 
letter weighed more than nn ounce. 


"On a large proportion of thr- letters 


received from the seaboard states at the 
Fort Wayne branch bank prior to 1843 
the postage was $1 and upwards." says 
Charles McCulloch, president of the Ham- 
ilton National bank. "Tn 1S4.1 the rales 
were reduced fiO per cent., a reduction 
which, according to the predictions of the 
opponents of the mea«uro in congress, 
would bankrupt the postoffiop depart- 
ment, if not the treasury. T remember," 
continue* Mr. McCullooh. "that when I 
first went into the branch hank nil the 
letter paper was of the thinnest and 
lightest character, and that many let- 
ters were so written that the sheet* 
coultl be folded, sen.led with sealing wax 
and directed without the 
use of en- 


velopes." . . . 


The First Land Drainage. 


I. D. G. Nelson was the pioneer advo- 
cate of the drainage of the wot lands 
of Northeastern Indiana, and to him 
is due the credit of the early reclamation 
of much of the richest territory of this 
fertile section. Mr. Nelson first used 
hollow logs and also planks fastened 
together to form long drains. The ex-

Fort Wayne and entered heartily into 
the active schemes for the improvement 
of their city. His connection with rail- 
road building and management, and his 
services as a state senator and repre- 
senative, 
bank 
president, 
councilman 


and school trustee, enabled him to add 
much to the advancement of the welfare 
of his home city and the interests of 
the. state. 


William Yergens (born in Prussia in 


1828) became a pioneer sawmill owner; 
his original plant devaloped into an im- 
portant manufactory of cooperage stock 


John G. Maier (born in Betzcnstein, 


Bavaria, in 1810) became a pioneer mer 
ohant, postmastir, township trustee and 
enterprising citizen; he came to Fort 
Wayne from Circleville, Ohio. 


Hugh B. Reed, a native of Ohio, be- 


came a leading druggist; with the out- 
break of the civtl war he was commis 
sioned a colonel, after serving as com- 
mandant of the post at Fort Wayne. 
He was nominated a brigadier general 
by President Lincoln, but resigned his 
commission because of serious injuries 
nnd returned to Fort Wayne. Shortly 
afterward he removed to New Jersey.

Two 
companies of volnntoers went forward 
in 184fi. followed by a. third in 1S47 
Many of thp town boys, supplemented 
hy recruits from the farms, answered 
the summons to join fompanv l'\ under 
Captain D. \V. Tywis, and Company I 
under the leadership of Captain John 
McLain, early in the spring. 
The two 


organicfcions we.re ordered to report at 
Npw Albany, and on June Ifl the untried 
soldiers formed in marching order and 
to thp strains of martial 
music pro- 


ceeded to a spot on the canal five miles 
caet of town known as the lower dock. 
Accompanying the soldiers were nearly 
all of the residents of the town. 
The 


home-tlrawn boats were soon out of 
sight of the parents and friends, who re- 
turned and awaited news of th« adtsn- 
tures of the young volunteers. . . . 


Fort Wayne to Mexico by Water. 


The entire trip from Fort Wayne to 
Mexico was made hy water. The canal 
boats carried the troops to the Ohio 
river, steamboats were uaed from there 
to New Orleans, and the remaining dis- 
tance was covered by the use of nailing 
vessels. Both companies were, assigned 
to the First regiment of Indiana volun 
teerfl, under command of Colonel James 
P. Drake.' The service of the first two 
companies in Mexico was arduous in 
the extreme, because of long and need- 
less marches, unsanitary camp condi- 
tions and the 
prevalence 
of disease. 


Nine men of one company and several in 
the other were either killed by shatp- 
shooters or died of fever. 
Many were 


discharged for disability. The remnant 
reached home in June of 1847. The 
third organization. Company K, under 
command of Captain Lewis, wan mus- 
tered into the service in January, 1847, 
and did guard duty in the neighbor- 
hood of Vera Cruz. This company re- 
turned in 18-18. . . .

During the cholera 
scourge in 184.0 Prof. Wolter died, and 
was succeeded by Prof. Adolph Biewoud 
who, with Prof. August Cruenier, came 
In 1890. At this time the faculty con- 
sisted of four instructors. 


The satisfactory growth of tho school 


is shown hy the action taken in the crec 
tion of a new building for which the 
cornerstone was laid on the Fourth of 
July, I85t), at which time Prof. Suter- 
mcister was the principal, with Profs 
Cracnier. Kanz and Flelschmann as his 
associates. 
This building, opened for 


use November 1(5, 1H87. still stands as a

1847. The voices of the creditors of 


the slate of Inilinnn. demanding tlie pay- 
ment of their dues, mingled with the 
runihlc nf the approaching locomotive 
were Bounding the doom of the enn:il. In 
1840. the legislature had pnsseil tlie But- 
ler bill, providing for the payment of 
the slate's debts and the placing of the 
cnnal under the control of a bniird of 
trustees composed of Charles liutler as 
president. JCHHC L. Williams, chief en- 
gineer. :imi J. Hall, of Terre Haute, resi- 
dent engineer. The net, divided the pub- 
lic debt into two parts. As applying to 
one part, the state ngrced to pay the 
interest nnd ultimately to meet the pay- 
men', of the principal. For the interest 
nnd the principal of the other hnlf, the 
creditors consented to look to the rev- 
enues of tin' cannl, which they believed 
would gradually inc.reusc until, in 1854. 
the receipts would reach nnd mnintnin 
an annual figure of $500,000.

The Benefits of the Canal. 


The narrative of the financial failure of 
the eanal would form a dnrk page, of the 
history of fndinnn were it not for the 
plowing fact thnt the waterway during 
the brief pe.riod of its use. wns the great 
thoroughfare which brought to the west 
thousands of the citizens who made the. 
commonwealth one of the most progres- 
sive states of the entire Union.

stimulnted manufactures and agriculture 
at a t ime when thousands turned their 
eyes to the westward, nnd thus became 
the means of development of n portion 
of the country which rose steadily to n 
position of importance in many lines of 
cndenvor. . . . 


The Fate of the Waterway. 


Although the succeeding chapters will 
deal with details of the history of the 
cannl. it hns been considered well to re- 
fer nt this time to the movements whicn 
determined the fnte of the cannl ns a 
great highway of commerce.

LnP.rn, in Wnhnsh connty, was pur- 
chased in the mime of William Fleming 
for $44,500. though, ns subsequent de- 
velopments showed. Mr. Fleming 
wa» 


joined by Osenr A. Simons and John K. 
Tlnss. nnd K. T. McDonald was latterly 
interestcil in the ownership. These men 
.ilno secured the feeder cnnal. It wa» 
the design to use the feeder as a means 
of conveying water to the city wh«n the 
matter of waterworks first came up for 
consideration. In ISS1 the right of Wttv 
of the cnnnl wns sold to the Nicke! 
Plate railroad, and the last boat on the 
eanal wns seen in 1.S82, when the water 
was drained out nnd the bed graded for 
the. ties and rails of the east and west 
trunk line of the New York. Chicago andi 
St. Louis road. . . .

Sergeant Murphy 
Smoked His Pipe as 
Soldier Boys Charged 


(After the first battle at Manila, and 


the skirmish and 
• fighting from 
the 


.trenches that followed it. General Mc- 
lArthur decided to extend his lines into 
the enemy's country a short distance. It 
fell to the Twentieth Kansas, 
under 


Funston, to charge into and capture the 
suburban village of Cnloocan. The fol- 
lowing tells that story.) 


CHAPTER XIT. 


By GEN. FREDERICK FUNSTON, 


Brigadier General, United States Army. 


Although the insurgents could not yet 


'Bee us, they knew from the movements 
of the other two regiments in the open 
ground that the advance had begun, and 
how thy did fill those woods with bid- 
lets! We h;id all twelve companies on 
the firing line nnd the whole regiment, 
as the bugles rang out the command to 
Commence firinj*, became wreathed in 
smoke, while the noise, was so great 
that it was out of the question to make 
one's self heard. The attack won made 
at a walk, the men firing to the front :is 
rapidly as they could, regardless of the 
fact that at first no target could he 
Been. Many bullets were stopped by tret* 
trunks, hut thousands more, striking 
about the Filipino trenches or passing 
close over them, so demoralized the de- 
fenders that their fire, while of great 
volume, was very wild. 


T had started to ride my horse through 


the fight, but finally concluded to dis- 
mount, as fences confined me largely to 
the, road, down which was coming thn 
'heaviest fire. Po I follower! the attack 
on foot and immediately behind Com- 
pany C. fn this company wns a. unique 
character, Sergeant John C. Murphy, 
who died only a couytTe of years ago as a 
retired officer of the regular army. 


Throughout the who!.- advance Murphy 


Mrenely smoked a Inrgn brinrwood pipe, 
which he only removed from his mouth 
when it became necessary to address 
«ome pointed remarks to the men of his 
section. He wiw one of his men crouch 
quietly down behind a low shelter, ns if 
hp contemplated remaining there as the 
company passed on. 
Murphy walked 


back to the man, deliberately removed 
his pipe, as if he were afraid of biting 
the stem in two, nnd then, with un- 
honeyed words, fairly kicked him up 
Onto the firing line. 


The five companies on the right of 


the regiment had now broken into the 
Open in full view of the Caloncan church 
and the trenches nenr it. Thcpe trenches 
and the top of the wall near the church 
were alive with stra.w hats bobbing up 
»nd down, while from both came a se- 
Tcre but badlv aimed fire. 


THE FIGHT AT THE CHURCH OF CALOO 


It was a pretty exciting moment. For 


half a minute one company showed some 
signs of disorder, the nieu beginning to 
halt and lie down; but Mnjor Metcalf 
and the officers and sergeants of the 
rump;tnv strode up and down the line 
and quickly got them going again. 


i ordered 1he "charge" blown, and all 


who could hear it sprang forward, the 
men to the right, or left taking the ,-IM 
and advancing with them, the whole 
regiment breaking into 
yells as 
we 


closed. 
Tn no time, we were over the. 


trenches, the purvivors among the de- 
fenders bolting to the rear wall near the 
church, which wits being abandoned at 
the same time. Some of them were shot 
flown as they ran. but our men were so 
"winded" that their shooting was not so 
good as it might have been. 


Major Metcalf saw one man bring 


down a. fleeing Filipino by hurling his 
rife 
at 
him 
with 
both 
hands, 


muzzle 
first. 
The 
bayonet 
passed 


entirely 
through 
the 
man's 
skull. 


The bottom of the trench was a shock- 
ing spectacle, being simply covered with 
dend and wounded men, the most of 
whom liml been brought down in the 
brief fire tight at close range that had 
preceded the final rush. 


There was a moment's delay after the 


chureli \vns residn-cl. The field and st.iff 
oftV-r'-* ri'inounti-fl their horses, that hnd 
been brought up in the rear of the line, 


and the irregular and waving line of 
1,000 
yelling men pushed through the 


burning town in pursuit. We were BOOH 
in the open country, but the fleet-footed 
Filipinos had several hundred yards the 
start of .us, and we did not bring down 
many of them, the excitement of the 
chase and the exhaustion of the men not 
being conducive to good shooting. Oc- 
casionally a group would turn and fire 
on us for a few seconds-, but most of 
thei refforts were bent on placing the 
Tulejan river between themselves and 
our line. We chased them to the sum- 
mit of the ridge overlooking that stream, 
about, hiflf a mile beyond Cnloocan. and 


] then halted, being far beyond where we 
had been directed to establish our new 
line. 


The dusk was now 
gatherinjj. 
but 


across the, river, near Mnlinta, we rould 
see long lines of the enemy, some of 
wbom opened on us with a rather sharp 
but quite ineftVettve fire, the distance 
being 1.200 yards. 
VTe did not at first 


reply, but finally Captain Orwig of his 
own initiative began volley firing with 
his company. 
I rode over to his posi- 


tion and pitched into him rather sav- 
agely, in the hearing of his men, telling 
him that we could not hit anybody with 
our old Ppringfields nt. that distance, and 
that the fire of the enemy could do us no 


i harm. 


Hardly had 1 delivered myself of this 


sage opinion when my horse whirled 
suddenly and began to sink down. Dis- 
mounting immediately, it was discovered 
that the animal had been 
shot 
clear | 


through the neck, one of the surgeons 
later removing the bullet from under the 
skin on the rightrhand side. 


In view of my heated remnrks only a 


mement before, this incident caused a 
derisive chuckle throughout the whole 
companv. 
Thn horse, a. fine little bay 


of the better type of Filipino pony, sure- 
footed nnd indifferent to the noise or 
firing, completely recovered in time, and 
I rode him through all of the. campaign 
up the railroad. 


Considering the"heavy fire that we hud 


been under, especially while the right 
flank of the regiment was engaging the 
trenches near the church, our losses had 
been small, consisting of two enlisted 
men killed nnd Captain 
Christy 
and 


eight enlisted men wounded. 


The next morning we counted sixty- 


four insurgents dead, mostly in the 
trenches near the church or their vicin- 
ity. 
Their wounded wlio had been left 


on the ground we gathered up and aerM 
in to the hospital with our own. About 
one hundred rifles and several thousand 
rounds of ammunition were captured 
nnd destroyed.

Crashes Through Masonry. 


After carrying the shaft, in Erie street

Emperor of China, celebrated his eighth 
birthday.

spent in Che prison of the temple in the 
capital of France. 


P'u Yi lives in a pretty pavilion in a 


secluded part of the Forbidden City, a

suite. The little Kmperor's private pal- 
ace is beautifully situated near n charm- 
ing artificial lake, upon the surface of 
which floats the lovely lotus and be- 
neath whose waters flush the gorgeous 
fins and bodies of rare goldfish. 
He 


has, in addition to his guardians and ser- 
vants, three professors, two Chinese and 
one Mongol, who are responsible for his 
education. 
It is likely Hint a distin- 


guished American scholar will shortly 
be invited to direct the education of this 
"Son of Heaven" along Occidental lines; 
It is entirely possible that little P'u Yi 
BUU ft"« day study in the classrooms of 


an American college. 


Financially, little P'u Yi is well pro- 


vided for. Though 
his throne 
was 


laken away, the founders of the repub- 
lic scrupulously conserved for the de- 
posed Kmpi.Tor and his kinsmen every- 
thing in the form of private property 
that the imperial family might fairly 
claim. 
Included in the wealth allotted 


to P'u Yi is income producing property 
representing capital amounting to more 
than .f20,(¥10,000. This is in addition to j rendered 
palaces, gardens, jewels of great value 
and priceless art treasures of porcelain 
and bronze. 


A Prince for Guardian. 


To act as "chief guardian" of P'u Yi's 


person and property President Yuan 
Shih-kai has appointed Prince P'u Luu, 
a great-grandson of the Emperor Tao 
Kuang and tho most enlightened of 
Monchu princes. 
P'u Lun is the most 


popular member of the imperial clan 
among tho Chinese. 
He is one of the 


princes who remained in Peking to meet 
the repreKontatires of the new .self-gov- 
ernins regime. 
He visited the United 


Slates in .1904 as imperial commissioner 
to the St. Louis Exposition, and in his 
palace in the Tarter City many distin- 
guished Americans and Europeans have 
been entertained.

President 
Yuan appointed him Lieutenant General 
of one of tho eight Tartar banners.

prince of the blood, who might have been 
Kmporor of China, he is now serving as 
a lieutenant general under the commonei 
head of the commonwealth. His impor- 
tant services to the new regime have en- 
deared him to the Chinese and will 'giv« 
him a very important place, in history. 


"When many princes and most of the 


great dukes fled from Peking, P'u Lun re- 
mained to welcome the leaders of the rev- 
olution and the chosen heads of the pro- 
visional government. When Yuan was 
inaugurated as President, the Prince eu- 
logized him in nn excellent speech and 
offered the compliments of the imperial 
household. Yuan, representing the plain 
people of new China, decorated the 
princely progressive with an order of tho 
first class.

January, L'(J. 1910, the trinl of the 


Blnck Handem opened in the United 
States Court for the Southern District 
of New York, before Judge. George W. 
Rny, in the Federal Building, New York 
city. 


I have already told of the grent fund 


which the Blnck Hand raised for the de- 
fence of the counterfeiters. 
It amounted 


to at least $50,000, hut the amount of 
money actunlly spent In efforts lo bring 
about the acquittal of the Black Hand 
members is a matter for guesswork. 
The sum was enormous. 


One of the best lawyers In the city, a 


man once Governor of one of the largest 
States in the Union, was approached by 
Black Hnnd agents. 
Ho was offered 


$10,000 to defend the counterfeiters, but 
refused on the grounds that he believed 
them to be guilty. 


The agents made every effort to con- 


vince him that the Black Handers were 
victims of a plot laid by the Secret Ser- 
vice to bring to the bnr men who could 
be made the scapegoats for the failure 
of the jovernment to apprehend the real 
counterfeiters. 
When the lawyer re- 


fuged again to take the case he wns of- 
fered $20,000, but feeling fhnt he would 
b. defending men he was certain were 
criminals and not serving the best In 
terests of the government he steadfastly 
dechned to have anything to do with the 


Agents of the Black Hnnd society 


offered a member of the N«,v York po- 
lice force a generous 8nm of money to

Letters threatening denth and worse 


•were sent to many of those connected 
with the trial One sent to Judge -ay 
read:— 


"If Lnpo, Morello and their com- 


panions are not liberated you will die 
like a dog. We have killed better men 
than you or Smith or Flynn." 


Abel I. Smith was the Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney who prosecuted the coun- 
terfeiters. 


Another letter mailed to Judge Ray 


was even more typical of the Black 
Hand methods of attack. The address 
was printed in ink:—"Judge Ray, U. S 
Circuit Court, Post Office, New York.1' 
Inside the envelope was a sheet of paper 
on which was drawn in ink a large 
heart pierced by a stiletto. 
At each 


side of the sheet was a revolver. Dotted 
lines from the muzzles of these weapons 
indicated the course of the bullets which 
struck the heart at either side. 


Beneath the heart was a skull and 


crossbones and beneath that n black 
tiond.

ready been done. Witnesses have been 
known to 1'altur, stammer In their speech, 
reel and fuiut from apparently no cause 
whatever. When revived they have ap- 
peared dazed nnd, no matter what their 
testimony before, have sworn that they 
were ignorant of the fucta surrounding 
the case. 


Comito, the man who worked the 


presses for the counterfeitoi-s in. the stone 
house at Highland, was the star witness 
for the government in the trial of Lupo, 
Morello and the other Black Hntulcrs- 
He it was who confessed to me the en- 
tire plot of the counterfeiters, gave me 
all their names and supplied facts which 
enabled me to arrest the leaders, with a 
fair certninty of convicting them. I have 
told in n previous article how the Rlack 
Hand tried to wreak vengeance on Co- 
mito when they learned that ile had con- 
fessed to me and how 1 had him care- 
fully guarded every hour of the day and 
night. 


As the date set for the opening of the 


trial approached, Comito showed signs 
of worriment. 
I found him lapsing into 


fits of dreaming from which he would 
arouse himself with a stnrt. 
His face 


became haggard nnd peaked. 
He ate 


but little and I knew what was on his 
mind. 


The shadow of the Black Hnnd wns 


menacing him. 
The vengeance of the 


men with whom he hud lived in the little 
stone house was very real to him »oil 


very terrible. He knew of stronger men 
than himself who had been struck down. 
He knew the authors of a dozen mur- 
ders which were riddles to the police of 
New York or of Itnly and he quivered 
with, fear under the menace of the Black 
Hand. 


Kvery ounce of force and energy I had 


at my command I threw into the. effort 
to make Comito feel that with Uncle 
Sam as his protector he had nothing to 
fear. 
The Sheep assured me that he 


would testify at the trial, but I knew 
the anguish it coat him and the fright 
he was having to overcome his natural 
fe:ir«. 
It is to liis credit that his cour- 


age won out 


He was escorted to and from the court 


room by a squud of men nnd he knew 
that before the hand of an assassin 
could reach him a dozen pairs of hands 
would be raised in his defence. 


\VhfU Comitu was tallOil as a witness 


I sat nu;tr him, never more than a couple 
of feet away. 


It was not that he thought my person 


any protection, but to him J represented 
n force for law and order stronger than 
the F<lnek Hand, ft force before which 
the powerful society quailed and ran to 
cover. 


When Comito was called there \vere 


eight counterfeiters 
in

bos—Lupo the Wolf, Giuseppe .Morello, 
G'mM-Ouo C.lllicbio. Giusfilina X'aJtuna,

As the Sheep took the witness chair 


eight pairs of eyes glared at him from 
the prisoners' hoi. 
Calm 
were, the 


prisoners, but their eyes burned into his 
and never wandered from his face. 
At 


first Comito did not seem to mind, but 
as counsel asked him question after ques- 
tion and, no mutter what the answer, 
eight pairs of eyes continued to stare 
fiercely into his face, he seemed to be- 
come fascinated. 
He could not let his 


own eyes wander from those of the men 
who gazed so ceaselessly at him. 
Each 


face was tranquil but grim, nnd Oomito 
knew what it meant 


A man in the middle of the room, 


seated among the spectators, leaned for- 
ward, his right elbow on his right knee. 
Long and hard he stared at Comito. It 
may be he w;»s trying to attract the wit- 
ness' attention .by .staring at him, it may 
he he was only waiting until Comito 
should turn his way. 
At any rate the 


eyes of the Sheep wandered from the 
prisoners ,'ind rested on the dark visage 
of Ihe ninu among the spectators. Quick 
as a flash his hand flew to his face. He 
doubled his fist, bending the index finger 
outward and gripping it in his teeth. 
A look o[ indescribable ferocity came 
into his eyes, accentuated by the almost 
grotesque lines about the mouth caused 
hv tntuirtinK the orooked index fiu£cr. 


The Dreaded Sicilian Dealh Sign WMeU 


Friflhtened Comito. 


It was the dreaded Sicilian death sign. 


The tongue of Comito the Sheep clave 
to the roof of his mouth. His eyes fell. 
his voice faltered. The blood surged into 
his temples, then receded, leaving him 
pale and shaken. 
I feared the man 


would collapse, but he was made of 
sterner stuff than 1 had given him credit 
for. He fought down the feur he could 
not be blamed for feeling and continued 
his testimony in a calm voice. 


Comito's courageous act was a deadly 


blow to tl.c hopes of: the Black Hand, 
for they had counted on intimidating 
him. 


All witnesses are not so hard to 


friglitcu. There were others on whose 
testimony we had built ." opes, but who 
failed us. 
Some could not even brave 


the hateful glaring of the sixteen eyes 
from the prisoners' box. 


New York police courts have seen 


n:nny other cases of the omertn. In the 
winter of 1907 Salvntore Siatti, a boy 
eleven years old, was kidnapped, and his 
father was told to pay a certain amount 
of money by a stated time or the child 
would he killed. Secret Service men who 
had gained admittance to the councils of 
tho. Block Hand—some of those men 
whose 
names 1 must so sedulously 


guard—furnished 
evidence which 
re- 


sulted in the arrest of Pietro Pampani- 
ella, ignacio Leonardo and iliuii San 
Filipo. 


Rosina Martinese, a woman close to 


the leaders of the band, was led into 
making a confession which implicated 
all three of the prisoners. 


Leonardo was told of this and to save 


his own skiu consented to turn State's 
evidence, confess his own share in the 
kidnapping and send his companions to 
prison. 
While Leonardo was on the 


witness stand Pampaniella sat leaning 
slightly forward, his hands clasped, el- 
bows resting on a table and chin propped 
in hands. 
Scarcely had the witness ut- 


tered the first words of uii testimony 
when Judge O'SuJJiv-an nnd Assistant 
District Attorney O'Connor saw Parn- 
pnniclln, without change of facial ex- 
pression uud without an unnecessary mo- 
tion, crook the index fiuger of his right 
hand and for scarcely a fraction of a 
.second grip it between his teeth. Kew in 
the court room saw the nctio x. Those 
who did probably gave it no thought 
It 


was ns though the strand of a cobweb 
had blown across his lips and he was 
brushing 
it 
away. 
Only those who 


chanced to be looking into Panpaniella's 
eyes caught there 
an expression of 


ferocity. 


A woman somewhere in the room 


screamed:—' 


"IT IS THE SIGX 01.' DEATH!" 
Then she became hysterical and wns 


carried out 


The witness paled, tottered in his feet 


and Hank to tho floor, a huddled mass of 
senseless humanity. 
When he was re- 


vived lie swore that lie know nothing of 
the crime nnd that he could tell abso- 
lutely nothing which would throw light 
on the kidnapping of the hoy or the 
movements of the two other accused men. 


The trial was purposvly allowed to 


drag for a few days until the excite- 
ment subsided and the other witnesses 
became reassured and recovered from 
the fright produced by the dramatic epi- 
sode. 


Kosina Mnrtinese, the woronn who had 


really caused Leonardo's proposed con- 
fession, was escorted to the court by a 
number of policemen. Every effort wns 
made to give her a feeling of safety and 
security. The ia t statement she mnd 
before taking t i e stand was that she dii 
not fear the Black Hand and that sh 
would tell her story from start to finish. 


The first part of the testimony involve' 


only minor details anJ referred to un 
important members o. the baud whi 
were not guilty of the actual kidnapping 
At last in answering questions she toll 
of a man, whom she did not uarne, whi 
had literally stolen the child. Salvato^e 
Siatti. 


"Who was this man i" asked Assistan 


District Attorney O'Connor. 


A name was on the lips of Rosina 


-AIartine.se. Suddenly her eyes bulged 
Mimi San Filipo had leaned forwarc 
and drawn his fingers across his throat. 
Rosina Martinese faltered. 
Her voice 


died away in a feeble quaver. 


With an effort she collected herself. 


One hand wildly clutched her throat 
Her breath came in shaken sobs, but it 
wns too late to recede, she thought Her 
one hope now wns to send to prison the 
men who sought to take her life. 


As she was about to proceed with her 


testimony there was a loud hissing sound 
from the middle of the court room. All 
eyes turued for an instant toward the 
point from which the souiid seemed to 
come. 
In that moment Secret Service 


men saw a Sicilian among the specta- 
tors make the dreaded sign which spelled 
death to those who knew it 


Rosina's knees smote together. 
She 


staggered 
backward and would have 


fallen but court attendants supported her 
and led her away. 


"By the merciful God in heaven!" she 


shrieked, "I swear I do not know about 
this man. By the sacred grave of my 
mother I vow I know nothing of the 
matter. 
I know nothing and can tell 


nothing. I swear it! I swear it!" 


Women in the court 
room became 


hysterical. 
Men turned pale, and there 


wns a dramatic silence, which seemed 
the more deathlike after the violent 
scene which had just been enacted. 


As for Rosina Martinese, she was in a 


stupor of terror. At the slightest sound 
she cowered nnd started about wildly. To 
all questions, entreaties, threats, she re- 
plied, dazedly :— 


"I do not know. 1 do not know. .By 


the sncred grave of my mother I swear 
it! I do not know." 


Her valuable testimony was lost to the 


State because Oi me dreaded omcrta, one 
of the most powerful weapons of the 
Black .Hnnd. 


Many letters hnd been -received threat- 


ening the lives not only of the judge, the 
prosecuting attorney and myself, but of 
many of the witnesses, Of course, these 
letters were regarded for the most part 
ns mere thrents which would never be 
carried out nnd which were sent with j 


the intent of sealing in fright the Hpi 
of the emotional Italians, but my men— 
again those invaluable men of mystery 
who are enrolled in the highest councils 
of the Black Hand—brought me news of 
serious attempts to murder witnesses. 


Officials of the government and of th« 


police were offered Inrgc some of money 
to contrive m.-.ttcrs so that Comito would 
be for only a few minutes accessible to 
the agents of tho society. I myself could 
have made a comfortable sum by letting 
the cnse be won by the defence. 


One night when the court room was 


cleared of principals nnd spectators a 
score or more of ball cartridges wer« 
found scattered over the floor under rha 
seats occupied by spectators and wit- 
nesses. This was, of course, a warning 
thnt death awaited those who testified 
against 
the 
prisoners. It 
frightened 


many of them, but it did not seriously 
affect the case. 


On certain rtnys the witnesses went to 


the Marshal's office for their fee when 
court was adjourned. In this office was 
a large divan for the comfort of wit- 
nesses fatigued from n trying ordeal on 
the stand. This room was as carefully 
guarded ns nil the others which were 
used in n.ny capacity in connection with 
the trial. 


One evening a witness, a man whoss 


unmc I do not recall, stepped into the 
room ahea-1 of the others. Suddenly h« 
uttered nu exclamation of fright in Ital- 
ian, 
Involuntarily throwing up his hands 


he started back against those behind 
him. 
Several pushed by him to enter 


the room, muttering against his strange 
action. The next man to pass through 
the doorway staggered back, pale and 
trembling. Those who could not see into 
the room pressed forward for a tune, but 
as the terror of those in front took hold 
of them they fell into a panic and rushed 
into the corridor. 


Secret Service men pushed their way 


into the marshal's office. On the divan 
lay a glittering stiletto, Its keen, highly 
polished blade, double edged, was seven 
inches long. The handle was ivory, inlaid 
with gold. 


There it lay, an inanimate object, 


placed on the divan by the hand of man* 
yet the most terrible of supernatural 
phenomena could not have struck mot* 
terror to the hearts of our Italian wit- 
nesses. 


When all the testimony was in to* 


jury brought in a verdict of guilty oa 
two of the six charges made against ths 
counterfeiters. The case was appealed, 
but the Circuit Court o£ Appeals upheld 
the verdict of Judge Ray's court The 
nature of the case is very briefly sum- 
marized in a brief sent to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. It reads in part:— 


"The record presents a counterfeiting 


scheme of very large magnitude. It is a 
fact, of which this Court will take judi- 
cial note, that in this case we have the 
most extensive criminal enterprise that 
has been before the Court for years. Th« 
pursuit of such an enterprise involves 
stealth and the utmost discretion; it also 
necessarily involves the participation of 
a number of co-workers. Of course, th* 
different participants perform different 
functions. Some must do the mechanical 
labor of engraving and printing, others 
must market the illicit money and be- 
hind these are th<; guiding leaders in th« 
enterprise. By the very fact of their 
eadcrship they are most removed from 
the mere physical acts of counterfeiting 
md thus safeguard themselves from Im- 
mediate contact therewith." 


Giuseppe Morello was sentenced to 


:wenty-five years' imprisonment and 
fined $500; Ignozio Lupo, the Wolf, was 
sentenced to thirty yeare and fined $500; 
Giuseppe Callichio must serve seven- 
een years in prison and h« was fined 
>600; Giuseppe Palermo's sentence was 
eighteen years and his fine $1,000; An- 
onio Cecaln was fined $1,000 and sent 
:o prison for fifteen years; Salvators 
2ina was sent to prison for fifteen years 
nnd fined $1,000; Vincenzo Giglio trai 
,fintencpd to fifteen years imprisonment 
and fined $1,000.

From this we would escape l.i si.-ram- 


n.tte.Ariari..flfver, a Dangerous Stream infested 


to the other discomforts of the country 
the Ariari is infested by alligators, which 
lie sluggishly in the mud, sunning them- 
selves, ready to dash at and rend any- 
thing, human or inanimate, which may 
/iimble from a raft. 
At times our boats 


scraped against the scaly creatures, and 
thu natives drew together far from the 
sides, gibbering in whispers and turning 
38 paJe as their tawny skins would allow. 


This country is practically uninhabited, 


being visited from time to time by wan- 
dering tribes of Jiyiians. 
It is made n 


veritable hell by mosquitoes, tarantulas, 
an.icoudas and poisonous snakes, and 
tabanos, which are large flies, whose 
bites cause intense pain. 


About forty miles south of San Jose 


we established .1 supply depot for the 
return journey and pushed on to the 
town of Calamar, on the Ilio Unilla, 
This part of the journey was made on 
tniileback 
through 
swampy 
country 


covered 
with 
forests 
somewhat 
like 


those found on the lower Mississippi. 
The most common form of life encourr- 
tered 
were' snakes, 
many 
of 
them 


poisonous. The pudro oro was the most 
deadly. 
Its bite causes almost instant 


death, and we killed one which was 
five feet long. 


The climate itself was deadly. 
The 


mercury stood at K10 throe.„_ —* tlin 
lay »nd dropped suddenly to 72 at night. 


We over stony peaks where creeping 
pltints covered 
treacherous 
pits 
into 


which we fell repeatedly, laeurutius our 
-shins and wrenching ankles. 


StriuiRply enough, this country, so 


abundant in vegetable life, was almost 
barren of animals. 
There was prac- 


tically no K:IUIC. Xo parrots cried rau- 
cously lit us as we .sccwinlded over the 
tangled harriers of the jungle, and no 
monkeys chattered overhead; but of 
mosquitoes, ticks and bitius; ants there 
were plenty, and they made life miser- 
able. 


Once over the hill barrier we worked 


further south, hewing our way through 
the jungle with machetes. I use "hew- 
ing our way" literally, for at times we 
were obliged to hack through tungle'd 
creepers at every step, and we consid- 
ered three miles a fair progress for a 
day. 


Ry November fever, ulcer and malaria 


began to make inroads on *.he health 
of our men. 
F.ven the limiting were 


not immune, and I suggested Hint we 
send .sixteen of them back. 
Accord- 


ingly we pushed on with twelve men. 
The others were provisioned and it was 
agreed that some should retreat to the 
Mesnya River, others were to establish 
a station midway and the rest were to 
remain at the point where we sepa- 
rated. 


With six Indians and six white men,

including Calderon, our chief cauchoro, 
we pushed onward again through dense 
forests ami swamps where the damp- 
ness and heat fairly stifled us and in- 
spired us with gloom ut times as dark 
as thu nights under the interlocking 
boughs 
through which the moonligit 


never .filtered. 


We were wading through a swamp, 


muck and water to our waists. Suddenly 
one of our men shrieked. 
For a few 


steps he staggered crazily, then pulled 
himself together and scrambled up the 
bunk. 
We rushed to his side and in a 


few seconds saw 
that he had been 


/n-oiinded by n rnya, a poisonous ray 
fish. With surprising rapidity the wound 
festered, and an ulcer formed. The vic- 
tim screamed in pain and. raving, im- 
plored us to shoot him. Dr. .Tamarillo 
and 
myself administered three-quarter 


ffrain doses of morphine, cutaneous in- 
jection* of cocaine-and three doses of 
hyacinth, hut the poor fellow obtained 
no relief. It was two months before he 
recovered. 


Another of our rne:i was bitten by a 


snake and suffered untold agony. Jaguars 
followed us in the juuRlc, and at night 
we could see their fire-like eyes glaring 
at us as ;he camp fires died. 
As the 


sun snnk each night n miasmatic mist 
rose like a wraith from the swamp and 
the unhealthy moisture permeated every- 
thing. 
The night was made hideous by

the noises oi wild creatures. 
Against 


the background of the croaking of frogs 
and toads, jaguars yelled and animals 
which we never saw cried weirdly. 
It 


was here I made the acquaintance of the 
telegraph 
toad, which sends a regular 


make-and-bren'k .Morse code signal to his 
mate. 
Then 
there was the wing-beat 


frog, which makes a sound like the 
muffled roar of a swan flying. 


We camped one evening in the midst 


of the jungle, for the first time in many 
nights on dry ground. Just at sunset 
there came to us a sound like the clear, 
soft chiming of an angelus. The white 
men of the party, devout Catholics, and 
even some of the Indians, shook with 
terror and, crossing themselves, declared 
that death must be stalking near. One 
of the men who was delirious from fever 
eried :— 


"Sefiores, 'tis the death bell! I have 


heard it before! All of us arc doomed !" 


Of. course Dr. .Tamarillo and myself 


did not believe this, but it gave us « 
strange feeling, this eerie, peaceful sound 


in the iniclM of a tropical hell of vege- 
tation, where we. knew no other human 
beings could he alive, and realized that 
our own lives bung by the most slt-nde 
of threads. Itefore the night was over 
we discovered that the sound was made 
by a bird somewhat resembling a jay. 


Every day we dosed ourselves and our 


men with quinine, consuming from eleven 
to fifty grains a week. 
This was to 


ward off fever and malaria, and I soon 
discovered that up to thirty-five grains 
there was no effect, on malarial symp- 
toms and to be effective 
seventy-five 


grains were necessary. 


For 
days 
we 
noticed 
disaffection 


among the native porters. They became 
surly and unwilling, and the spirit of 
unrest rapidly spread from the Indians 
to the white men. Dr. Jainarillo and 
myself slept with our revolvers buckled 
to our sides and our rifles within cary 
reach, ready for any emergency. 


At last we came ui>on n. wide river, 


flowing in majestic curves through a 
dense jungle. 
To our delight we dis- 


covered that we had reached the Ajaju 
close lo its source. This was our defi- 
nite goal. 


Here we made observations for lati- 


tude and longitude, christened the place 
I'uerto Mercedes, and left records under 
trees. After resting a day or rnore, we 
decided to retreat to our cai>r,j on the 
Mesaya Kiver. 
There was nV game in 


this part of the country, and we had no 
food excepting some fish from the river 
and a. fe\v scrawny monkeys that we 
managed to kill. 


It was hard to force one's self to eat 


monkey at first, but hunger will make 
any dish 
palatable;, nnd 
before 
we 


reached while men's country we lived 
on far more nauseating food. 


Day by day we expected and listened 


for gunshot signals from the men who 
had gone back for provisions, 
ilach 


night we climbed to some high point 
and scanned the sky for smoke from 
their supper fires. 
In the morning ire 


did the same, but there was no sign 
of human activity. 


Weak from hunger, we at last were 


obliged to Mtriko back for the camp 
where 
our 
party 
had 
broken 
up. 


Through the jungle we cut our way, 


living on a few bite of biscuit a da,,. 
though our legs literally wobbled from 
weakness. Ia Uie hilly country through 
which we had come at the cost of so 
much labor our plight became worse. 
Xot an ounce, of decent food remained. 
We scratched up roots and ate them. 
Some sickened us and it was only by 
bitter experience that we learned which 
were edible and which were not 
It 


wos the same with wild fruits, and oc- 
casionally -we found that certain palm 
tips were tender and juicy. 


After passing through a particularly 


fruitless tract, one night wo found our- 
selves supperless. One of the men w»s 
'digging for roots when he turned up a 
large, whitish worm. 
The man was 


famished. 
He snatched the thing ftp 


and ate it 
It sounds horrible, but We 


were hungry; hungry in a way the man 
in civilization never knows. It gives mo 
a feeling of revulsion to think of it 
now, but -we all fell to digging ajid ' 
we mado a feast that uight of whitiih 
worms. 
After all It is not mtich dif- 


ferent from sitting in a fashionable 
ri-staurant with an orchestra playitig 
and eating snails, which arc 
a delicacy.

Neither 
should it be pastured the second 
spring, before it has a good start and 
the ground is welt settled. 


Clover Is an excellent pasture crop

Flies and Disease. 


Files play an Important part In the 


transmission of disease. 
They can 


carry a disease from one person to 
another, from an animal to a person, 
from ono animal to another, or from 
a person to an animal.

carry thousands of germs on Its feet, 
depositing some of these on every- 
thing It touches. The majority of these 
germs may be harmless, hut the pos- 
sibility that there may be some disease 
germs among them is the point to te 
kept In mind. 


Another way In which flies and 


othor insects do a great deal of dam- 
age Is by the worry they cause an ani- 
mal. One fly can cause a horse or cow 
a great deal of annoyance. Think 
what a hundred flies can do. 
Tho 


solution Of the fly question lies In the 
destruction of their breed'ng places, 
of which tho manure pile can bo taken 
as a good example. This would seem 
to suggest just ono more good reason 
for the proper disposal of manure, 
which may be a breeding place not 
only for flies, but for other insects 
and different forms of bacteria, as tho 
germs of certain diseases leave tho 
bodies of the affected animal with the 
bowel discharges. 


Don't allow the flies any spot In 


which to make a home. 
Clean up 


every particle of tho manure about 
the premises and keep it cleaned up, 
by removing It every day to the fields!

Muscovy ducks are very unsatisfac- 


tory birds to keep on the farm with 
other poultry, owing to their quarrel- 
some and pugnacious natures. In the 
wild state, the males fight desperately, 


this fighting, quarrelsome disposition 
is inherited by the domestic duck. The 
temper of the drake Is spoken of an 
abominable; his persecution of other 
poultry is never ceasing, and he IB 
credited with having attacked even 
children when his "dander waj up". 
The flesh of the muscovy li considered 
very good when they are young, and 
compares favorably with that of any 
other duck. 
They do not lay nearly 


so many eggs as the common kind*. 
When raising these ducks their wing* 
must be clipped to keep them from 
flying. 


The head of the muscovy duck 1» 


rather long, and In the drake it is 
large, the top being covered with long 
crest-like feathers, which rise and fall 
when the bird Is alarmed. The face 
Is the most distinctive part of these 
ducks, the cheeks being naked, with a 
scarlet fleshy space around the eyes, 
and the base of the bill carunculated 
also with scarlet folds. 
This large, 


red face gives them a savage appear- 
ance, and to some It Is hideous. Th« 
drake does not have the curled feath- 
ers In the tall as do other ducks. The 
standard weight of the adult drake to 
10 pounds; adult duck, 1 poundsr 
young drake, 3 pounds; young duck, 4 
pounds.
